geon. The water used in the tanks is to be thor- 
oughly filtered and aerated by the most im- 
proved devices, somewhat of the character of 
that used in the Fisheries Building of the 
World’s Fair. Heating apparatus is to be pro- 
vided far keeping water and atmosphere to a 
proper temperature. 

Promises have been made of fish for the 
new aquarium by Prof, Barrett of the IIli- 
nois Fish Commission and by United States 
Fish Comimissioner McDonald. The Com- 
missioners have no fear but that all the fish 
wanted for stocking the tanks may be had for 
the asking. 

The aviaries which flank the aquarium in the 
designs which have been drawn reach a dis- 
tance of fifty-six feet on either side and are 
cut’ up’ by dividing walls into rooms 
fourteen feet square: Pk front of each 
will be  obuilf an iron cage with 
openings connected with the rooms, s0 
the birds can get the scant liberty of the outer 
cage in good weather. These cages are on the 
west front in the plans, and it is the idea to 
have big double windows of plate glass on the 
east side and which will be proof against 
frost, so that in winter time visitors to the 
park may look in*through the windows at the 
birds which cold weather keeps indoors.

CALL IT CONSPIRACY. 


OHIOAGO GENERAL STREET RAILWAY 
OOMPANY MAKES THE OLAIM. 


The Name of Charles T." Yerkes Used in 
Referring to Isjunction Proceedings 
Against the Twenty-second Street Line 
Vice-President Bonney Sends a Letter 
to Stockholderse#Attorney General Mo- 
loney Gives His Reason for Refusing 
to Sign’'Quo Warranto Papers, 

Officers of the Chicago General Street rail- 
way company yesterday notified their stock- 
holders that in the belief of their counsel the 
road had been made the victim of a con- 
spiracy aimed at the stoppage of its construc- 
tion work. The notice, which was in the form 
of a circular signed by C. L, Bonney, Vice- 
President, stated that Mr. Yerkes haa served 
personal notice that the Chicago General 
Street railway company must keep out of his 
territory. It added that a pending law- 
suit which paralyzes the extension of 
the company’s lines wus brought in the inter. 
est of another street railroad, and that the 
Chicago General company’s attorney would 
beable to prosecute the people connected 
with it for conspiracy. 

By way of retaliation, it is supposed, it de- 


» veloped last night that people connected with 


the Chicago General company had actually 
drawn up and presented to Attorney-General 
Moloney an information foraquo warranto 
against the Yerkes West Sideline. The At. 
torney-General refused to sign it because it 
was improperly drawn. 

The Chicago General Street railway com- 
pany, of which Congressman Lawrence Mce- 
Gann is President, owns a franchise for an 
electric line on West Twenty-second street. 
In June, 1892, people who stated that they 
represented the lumber district called on the 
officers of the Chicago Coa company.

Charged with Connivance at Frauds, the 
New-Yorker Denounces the Ex-Repre- 
sentative as MendaciousSeveral Lead- 
ing Men Accused by Sypher of Cor- 
ruption Touching Warship Contracts= 
Goldzier Prevents Action Anent the 
Chicago Postofiice. 

Wasainerton, D. C., Jan. 6.—* You're a liar, 
and you know it,’’ was the startling exclama- 
tion which fell from the lips of Representative 
Amos J. Cummings of New York at the Cap- 
itol today. The remark: was addressed to Mr. 
J. Hale Sypher, a former Representative in 
Congress from Louisiana and now a prac- 
ticing attorney of this city. The scene was 
the room of the House Naval Affairs commit- 
tee. The subject before the committee was a 
resolution introduced in the House by Mr. 
Holman of Indiana ‘Dec. 18 last, which set 
forth that more than $1,000,000 had been 
paid out for premiums to contractors engaged 
in the building of warships; that the ships 
were so built as to secure a higher speed 
than was required by the contract, 
thereby permitting the contractor to earna 
these extraordinary and unjustifiable pre- 
miums, and therefore that thé Committee on 
Naval Affairs be instructed to learn especially 
whether through the collusion ofany officer of 
the government these premiums. were s8¢- 
cured, 

Mr. Sypher appeared in support of the 
resolution. In the course of liis argument he 
openly charged that the committee had been 
‘formed for the express purpose of aiding the 
Ghhitecctare in securing these large premiums. 

Mr. Hulick of Ohio reminded Mr. Sypher 
that his accusation was a very grave one, and 
asked if he did not know that Speaker Crisp 
himself appointed the committee. 

Speaker Crisp Also Accused. | 

Mr. Sypher replied that he did, and added 
that Speaker Crisp was also in the “ ring.”’ 

‘* And do you mean to insinuate,”’ inquired 
Mr. Hulick, ‘‘that Iam here asa paid attor- 
ney of the contractors?”’ 

‘*I do,’ replied Mr. Sypher. ‘I think you 
are all paid attorneys, and,’’ he added, glanc- 
ming around the room, ‘‘l am responsible for 


my utterances,”’ 

At a later point in the disqussion Mr, Cum- 
mings, Chairman of the committee, read a 
letter that was personally handed to him yes- 
terday by Mr. Charles H. Cramp, the Phila- 
delphia shipbuilder. This letter bore the date 
of Sept. 28. It was alleged to have been 
written by Mr. Sypher to Mr. Cramp. It con- 
tained newspaper clippings and various data 
going toshow that the matter of premiums 
was one that was likely to be investigated 
by Congress during the present session. 
The writer stated that the cruiser New York 
was a fraad and that it was not unlikely that 
the premiums that had been paid the con- 
tractors for excess of speed would have to be 
refunded to the government. 

The suggestion was made to Mr. Sypher by 
several members of the committee that the 
letter might have been written with a view to 
securi is retention by Mr. Cramp in a pro- 
fessional way to prevent the investigation. 

Mr. Sypher hotly denied that such was his 
purpose. He was actuated, he said, by con- 
scientious. motives only, and he then pro- 
ceeded to charge that Secretary Herbert, ex- 
Secretary ‘Tracy, and other prominent officials 
of the Navy Department were in collusion 
with the contractors.

Mr. Sypher went on to say that Mr. Cramp 
had not answered his letter, but that a few 
days later he came down to Washington with 
Mr. Griscomb, President of the American

Another Postponement of the Conference 
Touching the Chicago Postofiice. 


Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan, 6.—[Special.]— 
Representative Goldazier’s absence caused a 
postponement until Monday of the confer- 
ence between the members of the Chicago 
delegation and the Congressmen-at-large for 
Illinois on the subject of the Chicago Postot. 
fice. Atthe appointed hour this afternoon 
Gen. Black led the way to the room of the 
Committee on Military Affairs, where he 
was followed by Judge Hunter, Messrs. 
Aldrich, Durborow, and McGann. Al- 
though Mr; Goldzier had’ earnestly prom- 
ised to be present he did not put in 
ab appearance, and it was decided to wait 
until the entire delegation was present before 
any definite plans should be formulated. It 
was the understanding of those who attended 
the meeting, however, that Gen. Black, to 
whom all the information supplied by the 
Postoffice Department had been forwarded.

This proposition 
would make it incumbent. upon the Secretary 
of the Treasury to vacate the present edifice 
used for postoffice purposes and rent other 
quarters pending the erection of a new 
structure. Incidentally it was declared 
the Chicago delegation had accomplished one 
good thing by their agitation of the question 
of a new building, as was shown by the rec- 
ommendation of the Postmaster-General in 
his annual report regarding the selection of 
New York and Chicago as the great distribut- 
ing centers of the United States. This recom- 
mendation, it was urged, would be the strong- 
est kind of an arguinent to be presented to 
the House or its committee having charge of 
this matter, everything being subordinated to 
the'plans providing for *~ newer and more 
commodious building. Attention wus also 
invited to the difficulties to be surmounted at 
the Chicago officein the attempt to obtain 
postage stamps or money orders. Long lines 
of people could be encountered at every busi- 
ness hour during the day, and a change 
should be provided for as early as possible in 
existing methods.

and One Stockholder Withdraws. 


The John Morris Company, Nos. 118 and 
120 Monroe street, are going out of business. 
It is reputed to be the largest firm of its kind 
in existence. It is yotable in that it has com- 
bined under one management branches of 
business which are usually conducted as inde- 
pendent enterprises. It has a printing estab- 
lishment, a department of lithography, a 
bindery, a paper box factory, a cabinet letter 
file department, and wholesale and retail 
manufacturing stationers. The immediate 
cause of the closing up of the firm’s business 
is the fact that its lease expires next March, 
and that a Chicago bank, which is a large 
holder of its stock, has decided to withdraw 
from the stationery business and use the 
money in banking channels. 

The John Morris company was founded on 
the ruinof the old Culver, Page & Hoyne 
company, which was the parent of many of 
the stationery houses that now flourish in Chi- 
cago. Culver, Page & Hoyne were pioneers 
in tLe business which the John Morris com- 
pany assumed. The firm began business in 
1855. Many men who worked in the estab- 
lishment have since started business places of 
their own. Among them are George Mar- 
shall, once a clerk for Culver, Page & Hoyne; 
Amos Pettibone of Pettibone, Wells & Co., 
also a former clerk; P. F. Pettibone of P. F. 
Pettibone & Co., began with the old firm; 
George D. Barnard of St. Louis; and Mr. 
Cameron, of Cameron, Amberg & Co., Chi- 


cago. s 

When the firm failed eleven years ago John 
Morris formed the company, with a capital 
stock of $300,000, which purchased the 
stock and continued the business at the pres- 
ent stand. The departments were increased 
in size and $80,000 worth of machinery add- 
ed. Some time ago, when the bank people 
decided to get their money out of the estab- 
lishment. the stockholders thought it time to 
quit the business. There is not a shadow of 
financial embhrrassment about the closing 
out. Mr. Morris and the stockholders pride 
themselves on the fact that since the company 
was organized it has never asked for credit 


or given a note. The Eastern ledger showed -

Situation in Sicily Serious, 


The situation in Sicily is far more serious 
than in France, Every day brings tidings of 
new disturbances, Attacks of the peasantry 
on municipalities occur in so many different 
parts of the island that something like a 
Seg pe a imminent. Sicily has 
never been a law-abiding island. Brigandage 
has flourished by the connivance of the pop- 
ulation, and these outbreaks are but another 
development of the same spirit. There are 
grievances, agrarian, muncipal, and other, 
and the one idea of the Sicilian is to re- 
dress them by violence that the govern. 
ment is bound to suppress on pain of 
ceasing to be a government. Luckily a strong 
man isin power. Sig. Crispi, himself a Si- 
cilian, has suspended the civil functionaries, 
put a General in command with unlimited 
authority, including state of siege; sent more 
troops to the island, which now has a garrison 
of at least 40,000 men; and will restore or- 
der atany cost. That done, he will inquire 
into the grievances. Sig. Crispi, in other 
words, isa Minister who understands that the 
business of government is first of all to 
govern.

—Next to the developments pointing to a for- 
eign war public interest regarding political 
affairs in Great Britain is undoubtedly most 
keenly directed toward the settlement of 
the Irish question. It has been obvi- 
ous for several weeks, although in 
no way publicly stated, that there is 
great restlessness among the Irish members 
which, unless checked, might increase to a 
point that the Gladstone government will be 
overthrown. It will be remembered that his 
parliamentary majority absolutely depends 
upon seven-two Nationalists. If they should 
merely abstain from voting upon any minis- 
terial question of importance the ministry 
must fall. 

In view of the seriousness of the situation, 
therefore, I have secured from a prominent 
Nationalist, who is in the most intimate con- 
fidences of the Nationalist leaders in Parlia- 
ment, the folldéwing written statement of the 
present and prospective attitudes of the party, 
He says: : 

I do not pretend tospeak for the nine Redmond- 
ite members, but the seventy-two McCarthyites 
are growing dissatisfied at Morley’s Irish admin- 
istration.

Of course Morley is surrounded in the castle by 
permanent officials who loathe home rule and 
are wedded by interest and prejudice to the old 
rotten system.

Why Nationalists Exist. 

The ‘Nationalists exist to advance the Irish 
popular demands and they have given the vital 
aid of their votes te the present government in 
carrying English legislation in the belief 
that they would be repaid not only by 
the passage of the home rule bill, bat 
also by some attempt to give the Irish people 
their rightful share in the management of Irish 
affairs.

their forbearance has been mistaken for ac- 
quiescence in Morley’s laissez faire policy. They 
now intend to bring strohg pressure to bear on 
the Ministers to remedy the scandal of the mag- 
istracy and other abuses which can be 
be done ' without legislation; to get 
assurances that either by the plan 
already described oof introducing the 
home rule bill in the House of Lords next 
session or by some other effective means, home 
rule shall be kept in the forefront of the minis- 
terial program, and to give reasonable priority 
to an evicted tenants bill in the Queen’s speech. 
Otherwise the Nationalists may feel compelled to 
goback to Ireland, sammon a national -conven- 
tion, and take a vote of the people as to whether 


‘they shall continue to support a ministry which 


is unable or unwilling to give them any tangible 


returns. 

There is little anticipation, however, that these 
extreme measures will be necessary. No doubt 
is entertained as to the wish of Mr. Morley to im- 
prove the Irish administration, and strong repre- 
sentations from the party are expected to have 
the desired result. His illness may account for 
his past want of energy, but he is now quite re- 
covered and may show more activity. The Na- 
tionalists, for their part, are firmly resolved that 
neither the claims of English legislation tor Tory 
alarm about the navy shall be permitted to ob- 
seure the paramount demands of Ireland.

. Strengthens the Ministry. _ 

It certainly is within the power of the Irish 
party to force dissolution at any time, with 
all its risk of the return of the Tory party to 
control and the probable indefinite postpone- 


‘ment of home rule. But tho ministry yester- 


day announced a fact which must enormous- 
ly strengthen it. with the laboring party 
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during the last few months, and a considera- 
ble part of that in advance of the publication 
of the same facts here, concerning current 
scandals about the Bank of England. There 
seems no doubt now that the bank has suf- 
fered very heavy losses, perhaps amount- 
ing to $4,000,000 or $5,000,000, and that 
several of its directors and officials 
have been guilty of questionable if not crim- 
inal practices. The attack in the Investors’ 
Review this week goes to a length to which, if 
the facts given cannot be verified, would seem 
to expose the editor to a suit for libel and se- 
vere punishment, No step to that end, how- 
ever, seems yet to have been considered. 
The Review is perfectly responsible and its 
editor is also the financial writer of the Daily 
Standard. He boldly: accuses several direc- 
tors, including the famous ex-Gov. Lidder- 
dale, of practices abhorred by all safe banking 
firms, and he intimates, while not actually al- 
leging, a serious impairment of the bank’s 
credit through some reckless speculation, in- 
cluding, by the way, some speculations in

cerns. On the other hand the financial week- 
lies of today deprecate the Review’s state- 
ments and inferences as much exaggerated 
and intemperate. The Statist, generally re- 
garded as the most conservative but also the 
most authoritative of the financial papers, 
says:

The Bank of England is again prominent 
before the public in an unenviable light this 


| week, It te now evident that the evils to 


which reference was made several weeks ago 
require severe outside pressure to secure cor- 
rection. The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
bas refused to answer questions in Parliament 
on the ground that the bank is a private in- 
stitution, but he has given certain vague but 
favorable assurances that one reform will be 
further insisted upon by Parliament—namely : 
the resumption of public statements of the 
bank’s condition which were discontinued in 
1878. Public opinion will also probably in- 
sist that banking interests: be represented [ 
among the directors of the bank. 

The various joint and private banks of the 
country are the chief customers and users of 
the Bank of England, but these institutions 
never had representation in the bank’s di- 
rectorate. It cannot be denied that the bank 
is out of date in both methods and men, and 
now that the fact of bad management has be- 
come notorious many hope for reform in John 
Bull’s slow good time, 

Fuss Over an Inch of Snow. 

England, indeed all Europe, has been shiv. 
ering and croaking the whole week, Old En- 
gland uses the same language to describe her 
feelings when the glass falls a few degrees 
below freezing point that New England em- 
ploys when the same fall below zero is record- 
ed. Thecountry has been making an enor- 
mous fuss over an inch or. two of snow and a 
minimum temperature of 14°. The cold 
snap has been a dreadful hardship to the des- 
titute millions and the suffering in London 
alone is incalculable. The price of coal is 
stili 50 per cent above thenormal, The 
weather throughout the continent is more 
severe than in England and many deaths 
from exposure are reported in the streets of 
great cities. The most striking exhibit of 
London destitution ever made was the annual 
supper of waifs and strays Thursday, the 
coldest night for years, when 2,000 small, 
hungry, half-clad béys and girls were fed. 
Many walked barefoot six miles on icy pave- 
ments and hundreds were turned away still 
hungry, there being only room and food 

‘enough for 2,000,

Lonvox, Jan. 6.—[Copyright, 1894, by the 
New York Times.}—Suddenly, and if not 
from a clear sky at least from an unexpected 
quarter of the horizon, a lightning flash has 
startled Europe. There has been some 
strange sort of night encounter between En- 
glish and French forces in the bush up the 
Niger Valley, in that vague interland be- 
tween Sierra Leone and Senegambia. Three 
well-known young English officers, with six- 
teen - black soldiers in British uniform, have 
been killed by French weapons. Original re- 
ports from Sierra Leone, both to the news 
agency and the Foreign Office, ascribe the ac- 
tion to a mistake on the part of the-French, 
who are said to have taken the negroes of the 
West India regiment, despite their uniforms, 
for savage natives. To put it mildly, this ex- 
planation im presses London as quite too thin, 
Skepticism is all the mare easy because for 
years back a number of French officers along 
the Upper Niger, notably Lieut. Mizon, have 
been displaying the utmost rancor toward the 

English and have been boldly taking, on their 

own initiative, a line of practical hostility 

which the French Foreign Office has been 
forced to disavow. Mizon returned to Paris 

a few months ago and told his side 


gian officials in the Niger-Congo country de- 
nounced as a pack of lies, but whichso took 
the Parisian fancy that Mizon® became the 
hero of the hour and the Parisian press bullied 
the French Foreign Office into a tacit promise 
that hereafter the French interests in the 
debatable interiand should be more 
vigorcusly looked after. These antecedent 
circumstances raise a tolerably substantial 
presumption againsta theory that the catas- 
trophe at Warina was due to an innocent mis- 
take. In spite of this feelingthe London pa- 
pers speak guardedly of the matter. Minis- 
terial papers, like the Daily News and the 
Chronicle, aré a trifle more alarmist in tone 
than the Times and the Tory organs, while the 
evening papers of all shades counsel cool 
heads and patience till it is seen what the 
French will do. 

So faras one hears from Paris, there are 
only brief press comments, pitehed in a 
rather careless key and foreshadowing a posi- 
tion that the fault was British because their 
troops were not on British territory. This 
apparently is quite untrue, The danger is 
not sq much that the French Foreign Office 
desires to avoid an apology and reparation as 
that the furious anti-English spirit in Paris 
may fan up a commotion which will coerce the 
Foreign Office into making difficulties against 
its will, This was the case in the Siam 
) difficulty, and the present is recognized by 
everybody to be a far graver affair. 


Arctic Winds and Snow. 


This acute disturbing shock comes at a 
most inopportuhe moment. In finds all 
Europe crouched over the fire, trying in vain 
to keep itself warm, while, outside, the whole 
continent, from the Black Sea to 
the Bay of Biscay, is desolated by 
Arctic winds and covered deep with snow, 
For once the British Islands know 
thing of what-winter elsewhere is like. Three 
heavy falls of snow on three successive days, 
with the mercury steadily down in the twen- 
ties, haye given England the most polar as- 
pect it worn since 1812. In many parts 
| of the kingdam a lower temperature has been 
reached this week than wag ever regched be- 
fore since records have been kept. Coal was 
put up again yesterday to $8.50, which to the 
poverty-stricken parts of London, where only 
tiny quantities are bought, means fully 
double and often more. 

It is nat strange, under such conditions, 
that inquests,on starved and frozen corpses 
are multiplying in the slum parishes, and that 
the accustomed. wail of the unemployed in the 
East End takes ona note of bitter. menace 
which has hardly been heard before. To have 
these depressing international troubles forcing 
themselves upon his atterition simultaneously 
with thespringing up of alarming foreign com- 
plications right on the other side of that narrow 
English Channel is, no doubt, hard on John 
Bull, but it will help him to comprehend more 
generously the state of perpetual strain and 
two-faced anxiety in which his continental 
neighbors are doomed to live until Armaged- 
don shall have been fought. 


Italy’s Sore Trials. 


If Italy is not on the verge of that revolu- 
tion of which I spoke a month ago it is pro- 
viding a remarkably convincing imitation of 
it. The extreme measure of putting all Sicily 
under martial law may have helped to restore 
confidence elsewhere, but it seems to have 
made.little enough progress yet toward sup- 
pressing civil war in Sicily itself. With a 
population only two-thirds that of Ireland 
there is now a double number of troops in the 
island than even in the roughest crisis of the 
land league’s rule England found neces. 
sary in order to preserve Irish order. Armed 
attacks on the soldiery are reported today 
from five different Sicilian towns, with an ag- 
gregate of some fifty lives taken. 

Meanwhile still a third class of troops, 
- those born in 1869, has been called out all 
over the kingdom, involving 36,000 more 
men, and. a naval squadron is ordered to 
Palermo. This hurried mobilization, even 
more than the scanty news of events in Sicily 
which the official censorship allows, appears 
to have created deep unrest in Reme and 
Naples;. the authorities of both cities are 
keeping all available forces ready day and 
night to cope with apprehended disorder. 
News of an uprising in either place would 
surprise no one here. 

Sensational Story of Humbert. 

How far matters have gone may be judged 
by the fact that the Secolo of Milan, the only 
Italian paper strong and enterprising “nough 
to maintain a representative in Londen who 
telegraphs his matter, printed the other day a 
circumstantial statement that the King of 
Italy hus realized all his private fortune, 
amounting to $29,000,000, and depos- 
ited it with the London Rothschilds prepara- 
tory to a flight from thé country, Of course, 
the Rothschilds here deny the story te report- 
ers, and equally, of course, they do so through 
professional etiquette, even if it were entirely 
true. Whatever truth there may be as to the 
money it is extremely unlikely that Humbert 
would fly his kingdom until he had exhausted 
shis very last resource of resistance. He come 
of too essentially a fighting stock for that. 

As the last resort, indeed, the King’s per- 
sonal popularity might readily serve to divert

years with every resource at hand that can 
justify confidence. The intent of all this is 
clearly to warn Germany that France has no 
more concessions to make in Africa and let 
England know that in Siam the republic pro- 
poses to consider French interest alone. 

Satisficd with the repressive laws snatched 
from the terrors rather than given «by the 
reason of the assembly, the ministry is pursu- 
ing a forcible campaign of extermination 
towards lawlessness of all shades. Consti- 
tutionally indeed the Casimir-Perier minis- 
try is less restrained than was the 
Olivier Cabinet in 1870, and meas- 
ures are enforced all over France 
that would have brought Napoleon III. to de- 
struction long before Sedan had his Ministers 
attempted them. But the “ plain people” 
giadly sanction the most drastic measures, 
assured as they are by the new and deter- 
mined tone of the Foreign Office that En- 
gland is no longer to hold the Mediterranean 
as an English lake and that German censor- 
ship of France is no longer to be tolerated. 

The spirit manifested everywhere in the 
junctions of the new year breathes this tone 
of confidence—not the braggadacio or empty 
vainglory of the latter days of the empire, 
but the sober, pervasive realization that the 
country is no longer in danger of being 
swirled into war by Germany or ite allies at 
their own time and upon their own conditions. 
This attitude of confidence is illustrated in 
the public opinion over the Aigues-Mortes 
verdict. All shades of partisanship in the 
press lament the result. All acknowledge the 
criminal ferocity of the aggressors and coun- 
sel moderation in the future. Itis remarked 
with unconcealed delight that the German 
press and the German Emperor are not so 
wise in discussing the event, The failure of 
French justice, saluted in Berlin as a distinct 
triumph for Germany, is not misunderstood 
in Italy, where the democracy sympathizes 
with the republic and ho.ds in blameless of 
the tragedy at Aigues-Mortes. 

Italy’s extremity ig regarded by the French 
press as very near. The coercion policy in 
Sicily not only endangers the stability of the 
monarchy, but the resort to the military in- 
flicts a deep wound upon the golidarity of the 
army ag well as of the people. 

From Alsace-Lorraine the new year brings 
the French solace. In apite of twenty- 
three years of repression, no less than 
250 men destined to 
serve in the German ranks have exiled them- 
selves from City of Strasbourg alone. 
At this ratio Germany must lose a large per- 
centage of the conti t counted upon in 
the annexed provinces in case of war, for, it 
is said, the near prospect of an outhreak has 
encouraged French demonstrations in the 
largest towns of the lost territary. 


CONCORD I8 ALL ON THE SURFACE. : 


Disappointments of German Ministers Not 
at an End, Despite a Show of Peace. 
(Copyright, 1894, by the United Press.) 

» Bert, Jan. 6.—Dr. Miquel, Prussian Min- 
ister of Finance, has issued invitations for an 
official dinner that will be held Tuesday 
night next. Chancellor von Caprivi and all 
the imperial and Prussian Ministers will attend. 
The concord between the Ministers appears 
on the surface to be so complete that it 
might not be thought that the underground 
conflict continues. The real situation is 
chiefly visible through the inspired utter- 
ances:' of the organs of the oppos- 
ing’ statesmen, whose antagonism of in- 
terests prevents a genuine aceord, Dr. 


Bieberstein, Minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
then with Dr, Miquel and Count Botho zu 
Eulenburg, President of. the Prussian 
Council of Ministers. His Majesty is 
trying to maintain an entente be- 
tween the Ministers. The consensus of 
opinion in ministerial circles is 

Count gu. Eulenburg, who refuses to 
embroil himself with conservative agrarians, 


must goon retire from office, when the Chan- . 


cellor will resume the duties of the Presi- 
dency of the Prussian Council. The experpi- 
ence of Chancellor von Caprivi is exactly that 
of Prince Bismarck when the latter, in 1878, 
ceded the Presideney of the Council to Gen. 
yon Roon. The primary cause of the minis- 
terial discord is traceable to the division of 
the powers which ought to be centered in the 
Chancellor, 

The conferences between Sthe Emperor and 
his Ministers are understood te have related 
to the shaping ef the speech from the throne 
that will be delivered at the opening of the 
Landtag. This sneech Count zu Eulenburg 
desired to mold more in accardarce with the 
conservative policy than the Chancellor can 
accept. The Emperor, as usual, sided with 
the Chancellor. The speech from the throne, 
therefore, will point to the absolute harmony 
of Prussia’s policy with that of the empire 
and its determination to carry out this policy 
demagogical opposition. A 
sop will be thrown to the Conserva- 
tives in the form of a bill creating 
agricultural chambers, and the Center will be 
pacified by a revival of Count Zedlitz’s proj- 
ect for religious instruction in the primary 
schools. The expectation is, however, that 
the Landtag will not be amenable to any of 
these inducements and that the government 
may as well prepare for defeat. 


Difficulties Likely to Arise. 


The simultaneous sitting of the Reichstag 
and the Landtag is likely to cause occasional 
difficulties. There are eighty-eight Imperial 
Deputies who sit also in the Landtag. Of this 
number thirty-nine ars Clericals, sixteen 
National Liberals, and fourteen Conservatives. 
The government is arranging that the first 
debate shall relate to part of the 
budget. Then the tobacco tax bill will 
be read for the first time and referred to a 
committee. All Dr. Miquel’s tax reforms will 
go to a committee, which will keep them on 
the shelf until the Russian commercial treaty 
shall have been brought through or lost. This 
treaty will be submitted to the Reichstag 
about Feb. 1. The Chancellor’s plan evi- 
dently is to use the familiar tactics, splitting 
up the parliamentary groups, confusing the 
issues, intriguing, and avoiding all the time 
any line of policy which might unite against 
him all the hostile elements. 


Caprivi on Bimetallism. 


The Reichsanzeiger publishes a letter from 
the Chancellor to the Conservative union in 
Koenigsburg concerning bimetallism. The 
Chancellor says that he is willing to hear ex- 
pert testimony as to measures likely to abate 
the depreciation of silver, but he cannot dis- 
cuss the remonetization of silver. 

Unrest Due to Italian Misrule. 

The Germania and other Reman Catholic 
organs in Germany ascribe the Sicilian un- 
rest to Italian misrule, but refrain from men- 
tioning the use of French money in inciting 
and sustaining the revolt. In official quarters 
the uneasiness grows apace, as nobody knows 
what the Emperor might do should he learn 
positively that France is behind the Sicilian 
revolt.

pounds, and even when he was beaten down 
to 265pounds every bakeryin the city at 
first refused to take the contract. At 
last, however, H. H. Kohlsaat & Co. undertook 
it. The difficulties encountered in mixing it, 
in building a pan that would hold it, in getting 
it into the revolving oven, in baking it, and in 
getting it out were something fearful. It had 
150 pounds of raisins and five gallons of 
brandy in it, and it had to remain in the oven 
thirtyix hours before it was pronounced 
thoroughly and properly cooked. 

When the hour arrived yesterday morning 
for the distribution there was immense excite- 
ment gmong the newsboys. Inside a white- 
cappell cook appeared, armed with an im- 
mense knife, and at this sight howls and 
screams filled the air until the police 
threatened to call the patrol wagon. Then 
around the cook a dozen girls appeared, and 
as fast as the cook carved the pudding into 
rectangular chunks of happiness the girls did 
themupinpaper. At last a sufficient num- 
ber of papers had been done up to standa 
considerable run; and then the doors were 
thrown open and the guests invited to enter. 

The invitation was accepted with precipita- 
tion. In an instant the office was filled with 
urchins. Fist fights and wrestling matches 
dotted the crowd in every direction. It took 
a detail of officers from the Central Station 
and all the local force of janitors to: prevent 
the youngsters from throwing down the office 
rail and looting the building. ‘The carver was 
rapidly becoming insane and the girls who 
did the wrapping were fighting for their lives, 
Lucky was it for all concerned that it was only 
265 and not 700 pounds of pudding that had 
been ordered. 

To bestrictly truthful, in ten minutes after 
the boys were admitted there was a grease 
spot left. It was a large grease spot, but 
pudding there was none. Having taken 
everything in sight the buys retired to the 
nelahberine alley to enjoy the fruits of their 
struggie. Such countenances, such chewing 
and gulping, and such chuckling and rejoicing 
were probably never seen before in that alley.

BOARD OF TRADE WILL NOT OHANGE 
RULES ON FUTURES.

Promoters of the New Regulations Get a 
Setback at the Hands of the Special 
Committee—Deals in Speculative Grades 

of Wheat Raise Prices~Gambling In- 
stinct of Americans Cannot Be Sup- 
pressed and to Abolish Future Delivery 
Sales Would Lead to Something Worse, 
The promoters of new rules governing spec- 
ulative transactions on the Chicago Board of 
Trade are doomed to sharp disappointment. 
The special committee which has been listen- 


ing for weeks to arguments for and against 


proposed changes in the methods of doing 
business, has reported against them in a long 
communication to the Bo of Directors of 
the Board of Trade. Their report, handed in 


Aast night, has to do with the system popular- 


ly termed “dealing in spot stuff,’ and re- 
views at length the objections against it, con- 
sidering these so great that no recommenda- 
tion can be made for its adoption. The re- 
port calls attention in considerable detail to 
the fact that conditions are such that any 
such method would seriously hamper busi- 
ness and work injury to all classes of trade. 
The special committee which has had this 
in charge is. composed of some of the 
best informed and most conservative, as well 
as successful, men in the grain and provision 
business. Cyrus H. Adams is the Chairman 
and his fellow-members include George D. 
Rumsey, John C. Hately, Charles B. Cong- 
don, and George R. Nichols. Alter outlining 
the advantages of the long-established rules 
of the Board of Trade the committee submits 
reasons for returning the proposed new 
methods without approval, as follows: 

Your committee does not for one moment wish 
to be understood as believing that all of those 
who attack the present methods of transacting 
this enormous business in the great central mar- 
ket of Chicago are desirous of doing violence to 
any of the berieficent results of the grain trade 
as now established, and while it is willing to ad- 
mit that there is room for reasonable difference 
of opinion as to some of the features underlying 
the existing methods of this market, it 
begs to call your attention to the fact 
that the commercial machinery which has 
been rovided by the Chicago Board of 
Trade for the purpose of handling this product, 
is the result of constant adjustment to the re- 
qescemente of this business, as determined by 

6 experience of a large number of the best 
business minds produced in this country during 
the last thirty to forty eventful years. 


Dealing in Spot Stuff. 


Regarding the prevailing pragtice of selling the 
commodities dealt in on the Chicago Board of 
Trade for future delivery, without present own- 
ership and without the requirement of a com- 
pulsory delivery of property upon each contract 
of sale, there exist two widely differing and, in- 
deed, almost diametrically opposing opinions. 
On the one hand, it is believed that this practice 
results in virtually creating an unlimite i amount 
of the commodities so dealt in, and that it brings 
about an unwarranted depression i i 
for such pespene regardless 
value under the laws of supply and demand; 
while, on the other hand, it is maintained that 
this practice has done more than anything else 
to build up and sustain the great market at Chi- 
cago; that it has created a speculative demand 
for such property, in addition to the demand for 
export, consumption, and manufacturing pur- 
poses; that it enhances rather than depresses 
prices; and that it as¢ists largely in making a 
ready market for the sale of the property at all 
times. Hence the question presented to your 
committee by the proposition entitled’ “ Dealing 
in spot stuff,””’ and which is understood to be 
practically the system underlying the business 
done on the New York Stock Exchange, is 
this: Is the practice of “selli short,’ as 
it is exercised today on the Chicago Board 
of Trade and other leading produce ex- 
changes, harmful in its results: or is it 
beneficial and necessary to the maintenance of 
those markets in which the bulk of. the surplus 
of the grain products of this country is handled 
and sold? Perhaps there is no better way of en- 
deavoring to determine this question than by, in 
some measure, contrasting the customs and re- 
sulte@f the trade today with the possibilities of 
the trade under the system proposed for dealing 
infspot stuff. For the purpose of simpiifyimg 
his contrast permit your committee to use, as an 
illustration, mainly the dealings and possible 
dealings in wheat and toeliminate all transac- 
tions except those w enter in contracts for 
future delivery of what is commonly called the 
“contract” or “speculative’’ grade of wheat. 
Perhaps it were better also that your committee 
deai principally with the Chicago market, which 
is generally regarded asthe head center of all 
that is reckless and damaging in its results upon 
values or prices of the products thus dealt in. 


Transactions on Open Market. 


On all business days of the year Chicago has an 
‘open market,” in which prices are made by the 
assembling of members of the Board of Trade and 
the purchase and sale by said members of un- 
limited or unrestricted quantities of the speculat- 
ive grade of wheat for future delivery. These pur- 
chases and sales are, however, made under 
“rules and regulations ”’ established by the asso- 
ciation named, the right to make and enforce 
such rules and regulations having been delegated 
by special charter to the Board of Trade by the 
State of Lllinofs. While the quantity in lots of 
1,000 or 5,000 bushels which may be sold or of- 
fered for sale for future delivery is unlimited or 
unrestricted, there is one important rule of the 
board which each seller is compelled to comply 
‘with, and that is to send to the purchaser on the 
day of sale a written contract confirming the 
transaction as havi been entered  in- 
to under the rules of the board. More than this, 
under the rules governing this contract into 
which a seller has thus entered the purchaser 
can call on the seller forthe deposit in an an- 
thorized bank of an amps amount of cash funds 
to insure the specific fulfillment of each contract 
thus entered into. The wheat market is made up 
of two kinds of operators; those who buy and sell 
for their own account and risk and those who, as 
agents or commission merchants, represent 
others, and your committee would call especial 
attention tp the fact that the Supreme Court of 
the State of Illinois has decided that any one au- 
thorizing a purchase or sale through a commis- 
sion merchant or broker on the Chicago Board 
of Trade is legally held by all the rules and regu- 
lations which govern the acts of such merchant 
or broker. 

Now, it will not do to overlook the breadth of - 
the opportunities afforded by this market. The 
farmer who raises a crop of wheat can make a 
sale against it in this market for future delivery 
if or when the price suits him; the owner of any 
quantity of No. 2 and higher grades of wheat 
wherever it may located, may sell it or sell J 
short against it at any time in this market for 
future delivery; the owner of any of the lower 
grades of wheat may sell short against it in this 
market for future delivery; the owner of any 
product (such as flour, millstuffs, etc.) of any 
kind of wheat may sell short against it in this 
market for future delivery; and the speculator, 
without either wheat or wheat product, wherever 
he may be, may contract to deliver unlimited 

uantities of the speculative grade of wheat in 
the Chicago market for future tae subject, 
however, to the rules of the board. The almost 
inevitable conclusion of any one not conversant 
with the results of this market under this sys- 
tem of trade would be that the price of the “con- 
tract’ grade of wheat here would by this: whole- 
sale selling-privilege be depressed beyond meas- 
ure and tne wheat industry damaged beyond 
computation. 

Sales Against Actual Property. 


Now, it is a fact that growers and owners of all 
kinds and grades of wheat and wheat product do 
avail themselves of this market by selling the 
contract or speculative grade in enormous quan. 
tities for future delivery and “‘standing on 
these sales as an insurance or possible guarantee 
against loss by a decline in the price or value of 
the property which they own, and the buyers and 
owners of the actual property, both here and in 
the interior, regard this feature of the Chicago 
market as one of the greatest safeguards of their 
business, a feature without which they would al-

Speculative Investment Buying. 
Now, in addition to that described in the fore-

roundings, and which cannot be suppressed by 
any human law, will be turned into other, less 
worthy, and vastly less beneficial channels than 
now offered by the speculative produce mar- 
kets. Who can measure the disastrous results 
which would follow? 

But there is another peculiar and seemingly 
anomalous feature of this trade, to which your 
committee would call especial attention fore 
it turns from the market as it exists today and 
considers the narrow limits of the market, which 
it is proposed to establish, by compelli the 
speculator who enters the Board of Trade to 
practically deal in “ spot stuff.” 


Prices Supported Through Short Interest. 
The moment any one makes a “short sale”: or 


| contracts to deliver at a future time any kind of 


property which he does not own, that moment he 
creates an additional demand for the property 
with which to satisfy the contract into which he 
bas entered. This created demand is in addition 
to the regular demand for export, consumption, 
and manufacturing purposes and is at all times 
equal to the aggregate amount of such con- 
tracts outstanding, Hence, the operator on the 
short side isno sooner guilty of the offense (?) 
complained of than he becomes or. creates a 
price-cunposting élementin the market. Every 
ushel of wheat that is sold short in the Chicago 
market must be delivered by the seller under the 
terms of contract into which he enters, or must 
be bought by him there at the market price for 
wheat of corresponding delivery under a legal 
contract, upon which contract delivery of the 
roperty can be enforced; and it is a well estab- 
ished fact that the demand from “ shorts ” is 
more urgent, and more apt to advance prices 
rapidly and om 7 than the demand from any 
other source. By the form of contract under 
which members of the Board of Trade buy 
and sell property for future delivery, 
either party can compel its literal fulfillment by 
the original parties thereto, and neither party 
one (without the consent of the other) escape his 
obligation under and upon such contract to de- 
liver or receive the actual property described in 
its provisions. The fact that a large proportion 
of the contracts entered into are closed at the 
market price instead of by actual delivery of 
property argues no more against them than 
the present bank clearing-house system does not 
require the passing of the currency by each bank 
upon each individual check that is drawn.in due 
course of general business. 


Relative Strength in Speculative Grades. 


Your comfnittee ventures the assertion that 
there is more wheat bought in the Chicago mar- 
ket on speculative account because of an existing 
“short interest’’ than ause of any other one 
ptice utehine factor which enters the market. 

ere is no surer precursor of an advance in 
prices than the putting out of an excessive line 
of short sales. The fact that this market can be 
and is largely oversold makes it one of the best 
of all speculative fields for what are called 
“bull operations,” and this brings to its support 
a speculative buying demand without which 
prices could not at times be, as they frequently 
are, sustained in the face of legitimate reasons 
for a decline in values. In this way and in this 
way alone can the fact be accounted for that 
prices for the speculative grades of grain 
and provisions, in the Chicago market, are near- 
ly always relatively higher than for the lower 
grades, into which speculative future trading 
and particularly short selling do notentet. In 
this way alone can it be explained why prices for 
the speculative grades of grain and provisions 
average higher the 
market than they do elsewhere. In this way 
alone can your committee account for the fact 
that there is seldom a shipping margin between 
Chieago and the seaboard or foreign markets for 
the speculative grades of grain and provisions 
and large amounts of these grades have to 
shipped away from Chicago on owners’ or ship- 
pers account. 

Why is it that there is noopen or specuitive 
market now for the stay wa and sale of the 
lower grades of grain for future delivery? Surely 
it is not because there is not product enough of 
this kind to serve asa basis for such trade, for 
some crops have a larger percentage of these 
than of the higher grades. It is simply because 
the spose or “futures” trade in farm prod- 
ucts been built up and established by the 
Chicago and other boards of trade in what is 
known as the “contract” grades, by providing 
rules, lations, and all the necessary commer- 
cial machinery therefor, and because * short sell- 
ing”’ is the most potent factor, the most wer- 
ful element which enters into the establishment 
and maintenance of these markets. 


Avoid a Restricted Market. 


Take away the speculative support which is 
thus brought into these markets and you will 
have “ killed the goose that laid the golden egg.” 
Prohibit it and you will prohibit the farmer from 
saving ready and open markets at all times for 
the sale of his surplus products. You will hand 
him over an easy aig 4 to foreign and domestic 
sharks, upon whom he would be largely depend- 
ent for a market, and who would feed upon his 
substance. He would then get the least possible 
returns for that which under the present system 
yields to him the highest prices that can be made 
by an active competition between the doe- 
mand for consumption oor export and 
for speculative venture oor investment. 
Now what is itthat is proposed as a substitute 
for the prevailing system? We take the follow- 
ing from the proposition, which is ooety 
termed “dealing in spot stuff.”"" and which is 
offered as a basis for the speculative trade now 
centering in the Chicago market. 


Provosed Relief Through “Regular Sales.” 


A reform in the mode of trading that would 
correct the defects that appear so often and 
glaring inthe prevailing one has long been a 
subject of discussion. It should be made clear 
and simple in its operation before it is_adop 
The one most in favoris that of regular sales. 
By a regular sale is understood to be one for 
which the wheat sold today must be delivered on 
the business day following at a specified hoar 
before the closing session of the board—say 12 
o’clock. A careful analysis of its working dis- 
closes something like the following routine of 
business. ; 

1. Elevator or warehouse certificates for wheat 
would be issued in even 5,000 and 1,000 bushel 
lots. Such would constitute a proper delivery. 
Fractional amounts could be merged into these 
whenever accumulated in sufficient quantities. | 

2. All wheat would be delivered “storage paid 


to ' 
3. Defaults in een would be reported at 
once and the wheat bought in during open session 
by the proper officer for account of the delin- 
quent. 

4. A loaning and borrowing system would be 
established by which elevator or warehouse cer- 
tificates could be obtained to make delivery on 
sales when needed. The market price would be 
deposited with the lender of the wheat to be re- 
funded upon its return. 

5. Margins on sales would seldom be necessary 
if ever. argins would be deposited on borrowed 
wheat to insure its return by the borrower or its 
acceptance by the lender in the event of a change 
in price. 

It is true that there is ala investment and 
speculative business done under the system 
securities on the New York Stock Exchange, where 
certificates of stock amounting to hundreds of 
millions of dollars are always in the street and 
other hundreds of millions can drawn from 
the tin boxes of the rich investors by one day's 
mail. The stock capitalization alone of seventy 
of the corporations whose securities appear on 
the list of the New York Exchange amounts to 
upwards of twenty-three hundred millions of 


dollars. 
Would Encourage Chronic Manipulation. 


Under the proposed change the speculative or

Many Prominent Men in Kokomo, Ind., 
Concerned as Codefendants with L. B 
Hodgin, the First to Be Tried=Victim 
an Alleged Newspaper Correspondent 
Who Is Said to Have Attacked Reputa- 
ble People in His Letters=Toronto Of- 
ficial Said to Have Aided Smuggling. 

Koromo, Ind., Jan. 6.—[Special.|—The 

tria) today of Leonard B. Hodgin, a promi- 
nent manufacturer of this city, for W hithcap- 
ping and riotous conspiracy with intent to 
kill, closed its second day. The court-house 
is crowded tothe walls and the interest in- 
tense. The prosecuting witness is M. L. Gar- 
rigas,a nephew of Capt, Milton Garrigas, 
Auditor éf this county. Garrigas has for 
years beenin the newspaper and printing 
business. Last spring he took the agency for 
paper and was reputed 
to be the local correspondent. Each week the 
paper appeared here with a column or 
more of matter reflecting ofthe best citizens 
of Kokomo, This aroused the bitterest feel- 
ings against Garrigas. and the paper was out- 
lawed by the city authorities. 

On the night of July 1, as shown by the evi- 
dence in the Hodgin trial, three eolored men 
secreted themselves in.a dark hallway leading 
from Garrigas’ office. and“when the latter 
came out to go home he was seized, knocked 
down, and dragged to another room, connect- 
ed with the hallway, occupied by Archi- 
tect J. F. Bruff. In the seuffle Gar- 
rigas drew a _ revolver: and shot one 

of his assailants, all of them being masked. 4 

The others escaped. Prior to the assault fifty 

or more prominent people gathered in front 


of the building opposite the postoffice and 


Clinton Hotel, and a closed cab drove up and 
stopped at the foot of the stairway. The pur- 
pose of the conspirators was to abduct Garri- 
gas, drive to the fair ground, where another 
crowd waited with tar and feathers ready to 
apply the mixture, and perhaps kill him. 
This plot was frustrated by Garrigas’s ready 
gun. 
arrigas, who had been taken to jail, was 
ordered released at midnight, and he again 
had torun the gantlet of conspirators who 
had planned to nab him on his way home 
jail. . The cab that had failed in its first 
migsion was driven to Hodgin’s ice-house, 
near the jail,” and a dozen or more people 
waited for the jail doors to open, This plan 
also failed. Garrigas escaped from their 
clutches by running away. The mob then 
went to the Garrigas residence and lay 
secreted until daylight, but failed: to find 
its man. A court of inquiry followed 
and later the grand jury returned indictments 
against Capt. H. H. Stewart, a City Council- 
man; W. F. Ruddell, a wealthy retired mer- 
chant; James F, Bruff, an architect in whose 
office the attempted kidnaping occurred; L. 
B. Hodgin, now on trial; Harry Chaney, chief 
clerk at the Clinton Hotel; Emery Moss, a 
saloonkeeper; George Hodge, a cook; and 
Duff Artis, a bus driver, the latter three be- 
mg the colored men indicted as the actual 
assailants, supposed to have been hired by 
the others named to do the work. 

The evidence so far introduced in the 
Hodgin trial is regarded as strong against all 
the defendants. Prosecutor Wolf is being 
assisted by ex-Prosecutor Kirkpatrick, while 
the defendants have about twenty attorneys 
employed in their Behalf. The trial will last 
several days. 


TORONTO OFFICIAL AIDS SMUGGLING, 


Port Huron Inspectors Cleared of Com- 
plicity in the Kennedy Case, 

Derrorr, Mich., Jan. 6.—[Special.]|—The 
mystery in the Kennedy opium-smuggling 
case is cleared away. C. K. Doyle, the newly- 
appointed Customs Inspector at Port Huron, 
and his associates are cleared of any syspi- 
cion. Special Agent George Crites has evi- 
dence that fixes the blame upon the United 
States Inspectors at Toronto, and the result 
will be ashaking up in that quarter, The 
manifest issued upon the baggage shipped in 
bond on Grand Trunk train No. 1 the night 
of Jan. 2 shows that twelve packages were put 
in the bonded compartment at Toronto 
that night. Among the lot were seven trunks. 
One of them was checked to Mount Clemens. 
This was the trunk containing the opium, and 
the duplicate check was given to Donald 
Kennedy. Asit was in the bonded compart- 
ment the Port Huron officer had nothing to 
do with it, as everything in that compartment 
is vouched for by other inspectors. The 
manifest shows that the trunk containing the 
opium was examined by one Morse, and at- 
tached to the manifest is the certificate of 
United States Inspector Woodbury declaring 
he had carefully examined the packages and 
found nothing dutiable. 

** There is the leak that has baffled our in- 
spectors so long,’’ said Agent Crites trium- 
phantly. ‘* Mr. -—Kennedy has been bringing 
opium ‘into this country in bonded compart- 
ments underthe seal and protection of the 
very government that is being defrauded. It’s 
all nonsense to suppose that opium was over- 
looked; it was absolutely impossible, in fact. 
There was no false bottom in the trunk. It 
was nearly filled with opium, and a few old 
clothes were placed on top to prevent the 
eans from tumbling about. Nobody knows 
to What an extent this traffic and fraud have 
been carried on.”’ 

The discovery will fasten the job all the 
more securely upon Kennedy, for not only 
the check found upon the trunk when he was 
arrested will be produced and identified by 
the baggageman but also the check and dupli- 
cate given in Toronto.

LOTTERY SHARKS STILL DEFY THE LAW. 


Repeated Raids at New Orleans Fall to 
Abate the Nuisance. 

New Orwerans, La., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—

the lottery-shops are still in operation. 
Twenty-five to thirty arrests have been made 
daily since the day the new concern began its 
operations, but as soon as each policyshop 
kéeper is arrested an agent of the company 
appears and bails the prisoner, who atence 
resumes his place in his lottery den, A sum- 
ber of the raids have been accompanied by 
seizures of tickets, records, and other lottery 
apparatus. This will have to stop for 
the present, City Attorney O'Sullivan 
siding with the lottery people, and having 
given an opinion that the seizures of mate- 
rial were unlawful. He has aleo held that it 
was insufficient that the police detected the 
venders in the flagrant act to warrant arrests, 
and maintains that they must not imprison 
any vender until an affidavit has been miade 
and a warrant issued. - This materially ham- 
pers the police, but arrests continue té be 
made, The New Orleans Premium elub, the 
concern now running the lottery shops, sill 
asserts the higher courts will declare the exist- 
ing law against lotteries unconstitutional, and 
allow them to conduct the daily lottery until 
the first of next year, when all lotteries be- 
come unlawful by provision of the Constitu- 
tion.

MANITOBA CROFTER COLONIES FAIL. 
Scotch Small Farmers in Manitoba on the 
Verge of Starvation, 

Monrrean, Jan. 6.—The news received here 
that the two Scotch crofter settlements at 
Killarney and Salt Coats, Province of Mini- 
toba, are utterly ruined is the first announce- 
ment of the failure of the pet immigration 
scheme of the English Colonization Board and 
of Sir Charles Tupper, High Commissioner 
for Canada in London, The crofters were 
farmers on a small scale who, on representa- 
tions made to them, removed from the west- 
ern highlands of Scotland to the Canadian 
Northwest, They were actually turned off 
their holdings by the titled landlords in order 
that their lands might be turned into deer 
preserves. 

The colonization company took these croft- 
ers up and such glowing accounts were given 
out of the fertility of the Canadian North- 
west, where it was reported these crofters 
would be much better off than they could pos- 
sibly be in Scotland, that the imperial gov- 
ernment readily voted $100,000 for the 
transportation of the crofters to Canada. 
The more well-to-do class were accepted and 
granted $584 a family for traveling expenses, 
agricultural implements, ete. Many of the 
families also had considerable sums of money 
saved, ) 

The crofters, however, were not established 
in those fertile lands before referred to, but 
on two of the coldest spots ig the Northwest. 
The system of farming was so.entirely differ- 
ent from what they had been used to t the 
crops were failures, while the intense cold of 
the winter has caused great suffering. They 
not only have lost the money advanced to 
them but also their own savings, and today 
the crofters are absolutely penniless and ,on 
the verge of starvation. 

The Colonization Board has instructed its 
Manitoba agents to take proceedings to re- 
cover the advances nade by the 
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; N. E. Corner State and Madison-sts.

upon the wrosg principle. In the first place 
he believes. if one position is better than the 
average it should be given to men who have 
worked in the grades below it, and who are, 
therefore, best fitted for the better position. 
He believes an officer who has served as a 
patrolman, who has traveled beat faithfully 
for years, and who is thoroughly familiar with 


‘police business is best fitted to be a detective. 


The present detectives under the prevailing 
system are for a large part men who have 
never done police duty inany form. They 
are principally. politicians. Furthermore a 
large number of the present detectives sit 
around the Central Station many hours of the 
day because there is no ‘‘ sleuth ’’ work to be 
done. - They are not patrolmen but sergeants, 
and they cannot be sent out to truvel beat 
like ordinary policemen. 

The plan of the Chief is ty extend to the 
Central Station the system which is now in 
vogue in the outlying districts. There if 
there is detective work to be done a patrol- 
man is detailéd to the work and he dons citi- 
zen’s clothes and goes atit. For his detective 
work he receives the same pay as he did fora 
patrolman. -If such a plan were adopted gen- 
erally the Chief would have the day’s de- 


| tective force drawn from . yt ge 8

men. At ali times a couple of extra men 
would be held in reserve for emergencies. 

The patrol service would be increased or 
diminished according to the need of detec. 
tives, but there would never be a lot of men 
with no work of any kind. Besides there 
would bea reijuction in expenses. Eighty 
men at $1,000 instead of $1,200 means a 
saving of $16,000 a year. If there are al- 
ready 4S p 7 patrolmen the saving would be 
$97,000. It would be greater than that in 
fact. The budget provided salaries for eighty ; 
there are now about 100. 

Aside from the financial side the new plan 
offers inducement to good officers to be better 
officers, and does away with all jealousy. The 
city ordinance requires that sergeants in the 
police force shall be taken trom the ranks of 
patrolmen, so asa matter of fact therefore 


the present sergeants are illegally appointed. . 


***The Detective Department has been.a 
thorn in the flesh of every administration,” 
said the Chief after outlining the ‘plan. **‘ There 
has often been talk of abolishing it, and once, 
I believe, years ago, it was abolished. I am 
seriously considering the change outlined and 
shali probably recommend it to the Finance 
committee. I believe it would tend to better 
discipline in the department.”’ 

Mayor Hopkins said he was not sufficiently 
familiar with the details of the Police Depart- 
ment to give an opinion as to the value of the 
suggestions. He said, however, that he had 
the greatest confidence in the Chief and that 
if Supt. Brennan advised that such a change 
should ‘be made he would not oppose it. 

The discussion of the question was aroused 
by an inquiry as to the detective sergeants 
dropped from the rolls yesterday morning. 
They are David H. Elliott, Patrick D. Far- 
rell, William Minier, John W. Norton, and 
Frank G. Corbus, beside five patrolmen who 
have been acting as detective sergeants—D. 
W. Sanford, George D, Whipple, Chester P. 
Smith, Barney L. Mills, and Alexander Ash- 
ley. The Chief says these men were aropped 
because of the order of the Mayor to reduce 
the force. The Chief says there will be greater 
reductions and that the men selected for de- 
capitation will be those who have the least to 
show for a record and men who were taken 
into the force and given the present positions

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE WORLD. 


Five Days’ Fire Loss in the United States= 
Boston’s and Toledo’s Experience. 

The fire losses in the United States, reported 
for the first five days of this year, aggregate $2, 
719,245, as compared with $8,188,467 for the 
corresponding period of last year. The fire 
losses over $100,000 are as fcllows:

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In memory of her husband, Frederick L, 
Ames, Mrs. Ames has presented the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts with two fine Rembrandts, 
said to be portraits of Dr. Tulp and his wife.

Of thelate Samuel Richards, the Indiana 
artist who died recently at Denver, Colo., a 
pleasant little story is told by a friend, As a boy 
he attended the old seminary at Spencer, Ind. 
When butamers lad, some 12 or 14 years old, 
the “artist with several others was passed into 
what was then termed the academic room. The 
professor of the school was a strict disciplinarian, 
and forsome infraction of the rules Richards 
was called before the school, chastised, severe- 
ly reprimanded, and then returned to the 

‘ academic room to brood over his humiliation. 
Instead of doing so, however, he seized hold of a 

piece of colored chalk and proceeded to drawa 
caricature of the professor on the smoky wall of 
the room. The noon hour came, and school was 
dismissed. Richards forgot to erase the carica- 
ture he had drawn for thé edification of his class- 
mates, and went back to do so stealthily, but 
came face to face with the now thoroughly irate 
professor, who demanded to know what brought 
him back. 

**T e-c-came to rub out that picture over there 
on the wall, please, sir,’”’ he stammered. 

The meek tones of the boy touched the old 
man, and Richards was told not to touch the 
pictura.

For ‘idftance, the 
first theory was that she was sométhing like 
an electric eel, and that her body was a hu- 
man storage battery.

WHY NOT cor SALARIES? 

It is stated by some of the heads of munici- 
pal departments that it will be a-difficult mat- 
ter to cut down expenses unless salaries are 
cut, and to that they are opposed quite nat- 
urally, Yetafter all that is the shortest and 
simplest way of dealing with the situation, In 
some zases a reduction of working force will 
be impossible or at least unwise. The city is 
growing al! the time. It might bea danger- 
ous experiment, therefore, to reduce the num- 
‘ber of policemen, for it would tend to stimu- 
late crime, of which there is quite enough 
now. But wages can be lowered without re- 
ducing the number of men, Nor will such a 
eut be followed by a single resignation. The 
city employés know that they are pretty well 
off compared with the rest of the community, 
and they will not throw up their jobs. 

Nor can it have escaped the notice of these 
employés if they read the papers—no matter 
whether Republican or Democratic oneg~ 
that wages are fallmg everywhere. Nery 
day they see or hear of men going ‘back to 
work at a reduction of froypy 20 to 10 per 
cent or of men being notified by their em- 
ployers that if they stay Aheir wages will be 
cut about that much. Ait must have become 
apparent to the city efnployés that the country 
is entering on a low-wage slack-work era, 
and they can hardly expect to be exempt 
from the common fate, They do not want to 
figure 98 a privileged class and to be the only 
oner who retain the high-wage scale of other 
years. 

This change from ahigh to a low wage- 
scale is one of the blessings of a Democratic 
administration: of the government. De- 
mocracy means low wages. All of the city em- 
ployés are Democrats, or they will be soon, 
for the few surviving Republicans, the tares 
among the Democratic wheat, are to be up- 
rooted without delay. These Democratic em- 
ployés ought not to fight against the policy of 
their party and should not reject the low 
wages its policy necessitates. They are all 
for the Wilson bill from Mayor Hopkins 
down. That is a low-wage bill for the com- . 
munity generally, for the wage-worker and 


taxeaters should not escape. 

The pay-roll is the great item of municipal 
expenditure. Cut it down as the pay-rolls of 
factories, stores, and railroads are being cut 
down. This is sound Democratic doctrine 
and as good a Democrat as Mayor Hopkins 
should insist on it. Then there will be no 
difficulty about making both ends meet and 
having a small surplus of revenue at the close 


of the year.

“REGULATION” NOT WANTED. 

According to a paragraph in yesterday’s pa- 
pers the Mayor was called on by a young man 
who had lost $2,000 in different gambling 
houses in this city and by a clergyman who 
took an interest in his case/ The Mayor is 
reported to have said that “he considered 
gambling an evil which could not be sup- 
pressed in a city of this size, though he 
thought it could be regulated.” It is to be 
hoped that the Mayor will let the people know 
without loss of time what he means by “‘reg- 
ulating”’ gambling. The word is nota very 
definite one. Everybody knows what “ regu- 
lating ’’ meant during the different Harrison 
administrations. It meant the toleration of 
gamblers who voted right and contributed to 
the campaign fund when called on to do so. 

Is that Mayor Hopkins’ idea of ** regulating,” 
or does he mean something else by that 
word? 

It would be better for the Mayor not to use 
such a questionable expression. He should 
no more talk of *‘ regulating ’’ gambling than 
of “‘ regulating ’’ petty larceny. To suppress 
gambling utterly when carried on on a small 
scale is impossible, about as much so as to 
suppress pocket picking. But gambling 
houses, those big establishments which do 
business on a grand scale, which occupy 
spacious quarters and have numerous em- 
ployés, can be suppressed. It has been done 
before—Roche did it—and it can be done 
again, It is impossible to prevent a gambler 
taking a man off in a corner and cheating him 
at cards. That thing neither can be sup- 
pressed entirely nor regulated. But the gam- 
ing houses, large or small, can be broken up, 
Hence there should be no talk of “ regulat- 
ing ” them.

Owners of capital would not invest it in banks 
to be conducted honestly where their patrons 
were aiways wanting to borrow and wiliing to 
pay only when it. suited their own conven- 
ience, unless the rate of interest were made 
big enough to cover the delay and the extra 
risk. Banks not honestly conducted would be 
a curse to the farmers instead of a blessing. 
Hence the only beneficial relief from the 
trouble is for the farmers to become “ fore. 
handed.” Then they can buy for cash 
or draw checks’ in payment for 
goods, and can command the best 
market bothin buying and selling. Nearly 
all forehanded thrifty farmers keep deposits 
in their local banks and draw checks thereon. 
The “ behindhand”’ and thriftless farmers 
handle and absorb from circulation compafa- 
tively little money, so that Mr. Shearman errs 
in thinking that they make money ‘scarce be- 
cause they do not deposit it in banks and 


eheck against it, They rarely handle $50 or 


$100, or have in.their pockets $10 or even 
$5 at a time, but are always in debt 
at the stores for supplies sold to 
them on credit for the next crop. This 
state of things, however, is chiefly found in 
the South, which is where the Populist plan 
of watering the currency by a half or two- 
thirds or more is chiefly advocated. The idea 
is that the money thus cheapened could be 
used to pay off storekeepersa and other credit- 
ors. But that would prove only a temporary 
expedient. The behindhand, “bad luck” 
class of farmers would quickly drift into debt 
again, and with the cheap money basis would 
have to (promise to) pay enormous nominal 
prices for their supplies at the stores, the 
prices of all goods increasing in inverse ratio 
to the depreciation in the purchasing power 
of the nominal dollar.

If the Mayor sees fit to give the necessary 
orders to the police and to insist on their 
being obeyed he can break up all the gam-.

That 
most desirable result cannot be secured by 
any policy of “ regulation” which eve: has 
been tried in this city. 


ture, meat, or groceries are sold, or any bar- 
ber shop, shall be fined not-less than $10 nor 
more than $1,000. It is understood that this 
measure was prepared by an association of 
retail clerks and submitted at its request. 
These clerks have been working for some years 
to reduce their long hours of week-day labor 
and to get rid of Sunday toil, but they have 
not met with much success, and now they turn 
to the Council and ask it to do something for 
them. 

It is hard to see that it can do anything. It 

has no control over dry goods stores and gro- 
ceries, and cannot say when they shall be 
opened andclosed. There are some businesses 
concerning which the Council can legislate, 
for it is given specific power by the charter to 
license and regulate them. There is no doubt 
as to the power of the Council to pass an ordi- 
nance for the closing of saloons Sunday, thus 
relieving the numerous barkeepers of this city 
from Sunday labor. Noris there any doubt 
as to its power to forbid the holding of the- 
‘atrical entertainments, shows, and amuse- 
ments Sunday, but the Council cannot regu- 
late and license groceries and barber shops, as 
it does saloons and theaters. 

If the opening of boot and shoe stores 
and clothing stores Sunday is an offense, it 
is such under a State law which provides that 
** whoever disturbs the peace and good order 
of society by labor (works of necessity and 
charity excepted) Sunday shall be fined not 
exceeding $25.”" This is decidedly more 
moderate than the $1,000 limit in the Coun- 
cil ordinance, Any man who opens his store 
Sunday except for works of necessity and 
charity can be prosecuted under the State 
law. A complaint can be sworn out against | 
him, he can be brought before a Justice of the 
Peace, and if the evidence warrants it he can | 
be held to the grand jury. If the evidence is 
not sufficient he will not be. 

Much as the Aldermen may wish to help the 
clerks—who have rather a hard time of it, do- 
ing a good deal of work for small pay—it is 
not in their power to aid them in the manner 
proposed in this ordinance, which the Council 
has no authority to pass. 


The course of justice has been blocked still 
more effectually by a similar line of defense 
in California. A bloody murderer has been 
acquitted there on the plea of “* temporary or 
spasmodic insanity” and now walks the 
streets of Los Angelesa freeman. He was 
Captain of a trading vessel, and taking offense 
at something one of the sailors had done he 
half murdered him with a hatchet, and then, 
in the presence of other sailors, cast the poor 
wretch overboard to drown. A sentimental 
poltroon jury accepted the pettifogging pleas 
of shyster lawyers and returned a verdict of 
‘not guilty”’ because the jurymen were 
afraid the criminal would be hanged if pro- 
nounced guilty of murder. 

Substantially the same line of defense was 
undertaken here in the case of the fellow who 
murdered Mayor Harrison. The fact of the 
killing was undisputed, but the lawyers tried 
the insanity dodge, and fortunately in vain. 
The intelligent jurymen were not fo be hood- 
winked into acquitting the thug Prendergast, 
which is what their action would have amount- 
ed to had they held him to be insane 
temporarily for that occasion or permauent- 
ly so. The New York and Chicago treatment 
of the insanity plea stands out in bold con- 
trast to the injustice perpetrated on the Pa- 
cific coast, which is so glaring that the whole 
Nation may well blush for shame, 

It is high time to put a stop to the render- 
ing of such iarcical verdicts as the one just 
now given in California. The plea of in- 
sanity should be no bar to due punishment 
for the crime of murder unless the insanity 
be established beyond doubt, and in that case 
the offender ought not to be set free. Any 
person who is too insane to be justly pun- 
ished for murder should be shut up ina 
lunatic cell for the remainder of his worthless 
life. Itis not just to the rest of the commu- 
nity that one who has killed another under 
an insane impulse should be permitted to 
walk the streets again with a sense of 
fancied immunity: that may lead to another 
murder on the slightest provocation. There 
isno more excuse for setting at liberty a 
person formally adjudged insane and thereby 
saved from the gallows than there would 
in letting a mad dog roam at large after he 
had proven his madness by inoculating a 
child with hydrophobia. A little more con- 
sideration may be due to the human than to 
the brute in such case, but a proper regard 
for the welfare of society demands that 
neither should be again placed in a position 
where it can repeat the act. The only efficient 
protection against the criminally insane is to 
put them in confinement, and keep them 
there till death comes to release them. 
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SOME LESSONS OF THE HOUR. 

In the new and distressing situation in re- 
gard to the unemployed some of the most en- 
ergetic and practical measures for its ameli- 
oration have been proposed and are being car- 
ried out by women. These efforts are worthy 
of all praise because of their direct results; 
but even more valuable will be the indi- 
rect results if thereby women shall come to 
see how far their own selfish demands are re- 
sponsible for the evils under which they dis- 
cover that working women and girls are suf- 
‘fering. Ifin their attempt to better the rela- 
tions between the employer and the employed 
in dry goods establishments they shall come 
to realize that it is for their convenience that 
this business 1s carried on, that they are in 
fact co-employers and can do the larger part 
in securing just and humane conditions for la- 
bor, then the gain for all parties will be in- 
deed great. 

Let them consider first what should be their 
attitude toward the ‘t bargains,”’ so alluring 
at the present moment. If goods are really 
** cheap”’—that is, if they are sold below what 
ought to be the cost of their manufacture— 
they are either not worth buying or some one 
has been cheated in the making or selling of 
them. The seekers after bargains need to 
realize that they are helping to keep down the 
wages’of the employés in shops and the wages 
of the men and women who make cheap 
goods. The buyers of ready-made clothing, 
in particular, need to reflect. how little differ- 
ence there is between their own act and the 
buying of stolen goods, since one necessary 
element of the cheapness of this class of 
goods is that a part of the working time of 
helpless women practically has been stolen. 
To spend one-half of the day in “ friendly 
visitation,” or in finding work for the idle, 
will not neutralize the harm done in the other 
half by passing from one bargain counter to 
another and thereby encouraging the con- 
tinuatice of this feature of the dry goods 
trade. 

Shopping after 5 o'clock is another thing 
which every woman with the good of others 
at heart should forswear resolutely. Although, 
it may be greatly to her own convenience to 
choose that hour, let. her reflect that by so 
doing she helps to establish the custom of 
long working hours for the shop-girl. For 
the same reasons let her abstain from shop- 
ping Saturday afternoon in order to favor the 
universal adoption of Saturday afternoon as a 
half-holiday. 

Still another profitable reflection for women 
purchasers would be to consider how far 
greater consideration of behavior on theirown 
parts would lighten the burdens of the over- 
burdened shop people. The young person be- 
hind the counter has her trying ways, no 
doubt, and in the past we have heard chiefly 
that side of the question; but has the con- 
duct on the other side always been 
marked by kindness and considera. 
tion? In these new conditions of con- 
tact between the purchasing community and 
the selling community, we may hope that a 
more humane spirit will develop, a sense of 
sisterhood supplant the old attitude of almost 
antagonism. When a woman listens to the

Donner’s Historic Lake... 


All travelers over the Central Pacific rail- 
road are familiar with Donner Lake, which lies 
in one of my prettiest pieces of framework of 
the high Sierras, being nearly 7,000 feet 
above the sea. Moran and Bierstadt have 
made it a subject of their finest and grandest 
work. This lake is three miles long and a lit-

Geo iner, an early emigrant, who, 
with his wife and a latge number of other 
men and women belonging to an expelition, 
was overtaken by a-tremendous storm of 


snow in the late autumn of 1846, oe 
' which many perished at a points upon the ol 

stage road, only a few hundred yards from 
this beau tiful body of water. There were 
eighty-one-men and women in the party, thir- 
ty-four of whom died from either cold or 
starvation. The party arrived at the lake Oct. 
28, 1846, and there came a fall of snow that 
never ceased until there were sixteen feet on a 
level. There have been many winters since 
when the snows in the mountains adjacent 
have covered the tops of the telegraph poles 
on a level. There are plenty of speckled 
trout in Donner Lake which average about a 
pound—that is, fifty trout—they are nearly all 
of the same size—will weigh from forty-six to 
fifty-four pounds. The lake [freezes early in 
the winter. It is three miles from Truckee, a 
point on the railroad. 

Webber Lake. 


This perfect gem is in Sierra County at an 
diiteate'e of 6,925 feet. Itis nearly circular 
and is entirely surrounded by a framework of 
prettily-wooded spurs, except a break at the 
south. Ithas an average depth of about 
eighty-four feet, is about a mile across in any 
way, and freezes nearly solid during winter. 
It i twenty-six miles from Truckee over the 
roughest road lever attempted in a wagon. 
But it is the most superior fishing ground in 
the high Sierras, as the trout are large, nu- 
merous, almost ice cold when caught, gamy, 
and delicious. Those eo by rer aver- 
age more than a pound each, those 
taken by fly average two “ee the 
pound. The scerery about the lake is 
majestic and beautiful. Three-quarters of a 
mile away is Webber Lake Falis, which haye 
a descent of 105 feet. (On the southeast is 
White Rock Peak, nearly 2,500 feet above 
the level of the lake, at the base of which is 
a small but pretty body of water called White 
Rock Lake. On ‘the south is Meadow Lake 
Pass, with mountains on either side 3,000 
feet higher than the lake. On the west is 
Webber’s Peak, nearly 10,000 feet in 
height. One _ mile north, 570 _—s feet 
ver than Webber Lake, is a -beau- 
tiful _ little y of water covering 
about forty a , called Lake of the Woods; 
and still further north is a peak called Ob- 
servation Point, from which may be seen 300 
miles of country in a direct line on clear 
days. Until he died, only a few years ago, 
the lake and hotel were owned by David G. 
Webber, who went to California from Albauy, 
N. Y., away back in ’49. He was a charming 
old man and kept up to the times by reading 
the papers, he being a subscriber to ten in all, 
seven in California and three in New York. 
He was a Democrat in politics, but the most 
conspicuous pictures on his walls were of 
Lincoln and Grant. 


Independence Lake. 


Eight miles south of Webber is Independence 
Lake, one of the most beautiful and noted of 
these gems of the high Sierra, fastened in a 
charming setting of tamarack and pine and 
whose waters are alive and inviting with deli- 
cious fish. It is about two and one-half miles 
— by about three-quarters of a mile in 

h and is without bottom in some places 
so far asis known. This body of water was 
called Independence Lake by Lola Montez 
July 4, 1853. She, in company with Delano 
Block of Grass Valley, where the erratic 
** Countess of Landsfeldt’’ lived at that time, 
had visited the lake that day for the purpose 
of seeing a vessel launched that had been 
built by Augustus More of Massachusetts. 
The shores of this Jake are bold. and rocky in 
many places, and peaks of the Sierra tower 
allaround. Four miles north of the lake is 
Mount Lola, named after Lola Montez, 11,- 
000 feet above the sea. There isan abundance 
of silver and red trout in this lake, the waters 
of which are sometimes dangerous, as it is 
walled in on both sides and open at the ends. 
The lake freezes at times, but not so solidly 
as Donner or Webber. 


Lakes Angeline and Tenaya. 


Angeline is one of 7. most popular of the 
high mountain lakes, be near 7,000 feet 
above level. ty sr a trout aver- 
aging apound each, and, be only a 
short distance from rail, ‘this ‘ caace water is 
fringed with fishermen daily in May. Itis

There are many other lakes not inaccessible, 
but they lie upon no particular highway 

among these eternal hills. From one Sierra 
peak on the Mono trail fourteen lakes may be 
seen, all of which are from 6,000 to 8, 000 
feet above the sea, while from the summit of 
Lassen Peak seventeen may be distinctly ob- 
served amidst the ruggedest of unclimbed 
and unnamed crays and domes.

There are few American women who will 
not like to. know something about Miss Adele 
Grant’s wedding trousseau. Miss Grant, it 
will be remembered, recently married the 
Earl of Essex anda the facts concerning her 
wedding wardrobe have just been made pub- 
lic through the London fashion papers. In 
the matter of tea gowns the bride was cer- 
tainly blessed. One of these was of cream 
brocaded velvet, with satin stripes, straps, 
knotted at intervals, carried round the hem. 
This was cut Princesse fashion, but on the hips 
there was a cross-cut basque of light blue vel- 
vet. Down the front wasa broad trimming 

guipure lace, which formed the lower por- 
tion of the puffed sleeve. The hem was bor- 
dered with narrow bands of mink, introduced 
also round the wrist, and at the neck, where 
was a light blue velvet collar. 

Another tea gown had a pink crépe front, 
kilt plaited, a band of lace being carried 
round the skirt and included in the plaiting; 
over this was a Princesse dress of white 
brocaded crépe de chine, edged with fur, a 
large sailor collar of lace meeting the deep 
lace frills on the shoulder. A beautiful gold- 
embroidered Zouave was introduced on the 
side of the bodice, and the skirt was excep- 
tionally full. 

A theater gown was also of the nature of a 
tea gown, and was cut like a Princesse 
pelisse in pink satin, with “large Turk’s head 
lilies brocaded upon it in velvet.

Buf the 
grandeur of American. scenery, the @smo- 
politanism of its people, representi all 
types of beauty, promise wondrous possi ies 
in choice of subjects, and the readiness and keen 
intelligence of the people, augur well for master- 
ship with the brush. 

“In the entire absenceof art culture aong 
the well-to-do classes I think the cheap cfiyon 
and pastel meddler is responsible for mucheyil. 
He cannot be suppressed, however, for thisig a 
free country, and the people will learn affera 
while neither steam nor machinery can produce 
pictures at the starvation rates they seem Will- 
ing to give a man for wh athe must evolve & 
brain and trained brush. They. will learn the 
moaning and mission of art. As itis, an aftist 
altogether dependent upon his brush must figd 
the struggle to keep away the wolf very bitter. 
It seems strange to learn that out of 2,000,000 
inhabitants net 200 artists can more than exist 
in Chicago, and compare it with Munich, wher 
there are over two thousand living comfortably 
out of a population of only 200,000! | 

“Your millionaires prefer not to commit 
themselves to patronage of individuals, no mat 
ter what their natures promise, and make pring 
ly donations to halls of learning as compen 
tion, which is of course magutificent to all com 
cerned, but the spirit of patronage. to the child 
of genius, as understood with us, is not marked 
here, it seems, from my observation in America,” 


A short walk, ascent Tn rickety-looking ele 
vator, a walk across a somber, winding passagé 
and one enters another workshop of the God's 
creature, the studio of Mr. Schreiber, ex-pupil of 
GéroOme, teacher at the Art Sehool, successful 
competitor at the Academy of Design, New Yurk.

has it: ‘ When you are down on the earth you see 
worms; up higher you see men, and when you get 
much higher you will see only nations below you.’ 
So is it with our Chicago—we are going to see 
only nations. Such altitudes we aim at on al) 
lines! 

**Do I look fora trne renaissance regenera- 
tion? Certainly. The people and art itself are 
ready forit. Not that the canons of art .can 
change the manner of their application— 
through the strong individuality the Ameti- 
can Nation is evolving, drawing upon the whole 
earth for materials as she does. Individuality is 
the strength of strengths, the secret of Michae! 
Angelo’s—every master’s—power. One never ques- 
tions the rugged disregard of accepted gram- 
matical lines with Browning, for instance, in 
many an immortal line. The force apd individu- 
ality of its creator command and hold the fort. 
I think, though, ‘American art’ will always be 
a misnomer. A man will gather flowers from 
many a pasture to form his bouquet, and the 
artist, whatever land he calls birthplace, belongs 
to the world,and from the best the world suggests, 
no matter the latitude, may choosé material. 
So art will be always universal rather, 1 think. 
Yes, I deprecate the annual sale of pictures by 
the societies. They not only injure the sale of 
more deserving work, but the pot-boilings work 
represented is always so slurred and hurried as 
to vitiate the tastes of the uninformed in: art 
matters, it seems to me.’ 

* Do you think Americans themselves responsi- 
ble for the acknowledged depreciation of Amer- 
ican art abroad?”’ 

“Ido. Our wealthy annual tourists visiting 
the salons abroad never dream of patronizing 
their own countrymen in portrait or any kind of 
painting, to the surprise of the very artists who 
bave studied, easel beside easel, with them, under 
the same masters, but who have the merit of 
foreign birthplace, and, what is more, foreign 
names | This state of things will soon pass away, 
however.” 


A large canvas of Mr. Schreiber’s, a scene 
in the submerged district of the Mississippi, 
with much depth of coloring suggestive of 
tropical luxuriance, rests on an easel opposite a 
large panel from his brush familiar to the fre- 
quenters of the Children’s Building at the Fair.

London Town, first Governor of the Massa- 
chusetts company, and founder of Medford, 
never came to America, He sent over agents, 
or servants as they were called, one of whom, 
Samuel Sharp, was a member of Endicott’s 
council at Salem, Cradock furnished ships, 
money, credit, and’ goods most lavishly. He

The Gov. Cradock house is a unique speci- 
men of the architecture of the early settlers. 
Itis not disguised by modern alterations, but 
bears its credentials on its weather-beaten 
face. Time has dealt gently with the venera- 
ble relic. Twohundred and sixty odd New 
England winters—no zephyrs they—have 
searched every nook and cranny of the old 
fortress, have whistled down the big chimney- 
stack, have rattled the window-panes in im- 
potent rage, and have heaped high their snows 
upon stout roof and rafter all in vain. Like 
Bunker Hill monument, there it stands. 
Though hoary with age it is not a ruin; 
though the first house built in Medford it is 
yet a comfortable habitation. 

Medford has other old houses which are 
rich in interest, among them Hobgoblin Hall, 
which bears the‘stampof antiquity on its 
face as clearly as if the year of the reign of 
George II., in which it was erected, were en- 
graved on the entrance door. From the gate- 
way, flanked by tull wooden columns, a broad 
avenue, bordered with aromatic box, leads to 
the house, situated at some seventy paces 
back from the road. Now that the Hancock 
house is no more this one remains the only 
example of that early date and style still to be 
found among us. It is a large, three-story 
brick house, sheathed entirely in wood except 
at one end, and having, as is customary when 
the upper story is lower studded, the upper 
tier of windows smaller than those underneath 
them. Hobgoblin Hall was built. by Isaac 
Royall, merchant, who, with his slaves, came 
from Antigua in 1737 and settled down to 
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enjoy life in what was then considered a pal- 
ace. re still exists on the premises a two-

Gen. Charles Lee and Gen. John Sullivan 
held headquarters at different times during 
the Revolution: at Hobgoblin Hall; and both 
were ordered out in turn by Washington, who 
saw that the point was in each instance too 
far removed from the troops. Itis supposed 
that the Royall mansion was dubbed Hobgob- 
lin Hail by eccentric and uncanny e; 
certainly no rumor of ghosts has ever attached 


to it, 

In the burial place at Dorchester, Mass., 
are the graves of three slaves who belonged 
to Col. Robert Oliver. This Col. Oliver was 
engaged in trade with the West Indies. 
He first employed the slaves that he brought 
to Dorchéster in removing a hillock of earth. 
Each laborer, it seems, carried his load in a 
wooden tray on his head. The Colonel sub- 
stituted barrows for this clumsy process; but 
what was his astonishment on seeing the ne- 
groes returning each with a well filled barrow 
on his head! Cambridge, Betty, and Mimbo 
—three of the slaves—havc tombstones erected 
to their memory. 

Dorchester has two noted houses—the birtb- 
place of Edward Everett. which was built by 
the Olivers, and the Minot homestead. The 
former looks too primly modern to be inter- 
esting, buf the latter isa: typical New England 
home of primitive times. The accompanying 
sketch was fortunately made of it shortly be- 
fore the place was partially destroyed by fire. 
It was plain to homeliness, characteristic of 
the people who built it. It was easily and 
cheaply constructed. As soon as the massive 
frame could be hewed out of the native forest 
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all the neighbors lent a hand in raising it. 
Even the minister was there to assist; 
for the ministers of those days did not think 
it beneath them to minister to the physical 
wants of their people. In a few days the 
house would be roughly boarded in; in a 
week or two one or two rooms would be 


‘ready for occupancy; and from that time on 


to its completion the’ work would progress, 
accord as time pr means permitted after 
the famil had moved in. In dwellings of 
this sort true New England character was 
formed. The men of mark like the Adamses, 
Otises, Everetts, Aspinwalls, or Minots were 
not reared in the lap of luxury. 
The Minot house was once used as an In- 
dian fort, and it commemorates an act of 
female heroism which smacks more of the 
near West thah of the remote East. In July, 
1675, when the family of John Minot was 
at chureh, the house was occupied only 
maid and’ children.

READING THE CLOUDS 


GLIMPSE OF A WEATHER WIZARD AT 
_ WORK IN HIS OWN HOME. 


The Rev. Israel R. Hicks as He Looks in 
the Little Room Where All His Prog- 
nostications Are Made«—Interior of His 
Queer Cottage at Weils, Ind.eHow the 
Prophet Is Assisted at His Labors by 
His Wife=His Methods of Wresting Se- 
erets from the Sky. 


Terre Havre, Ind., Jan. 3.—[Special.]— 
Out beyond Forest Park and Cabonne Place, 
in the pretty suburban town of Wells, eight 
miles west of St. Louis, lives the Rev. Israel 
R. Hicks, the world renowned weather proph- 
et. Sky View, his cozy but unpretentious 
cottage, is situated on the crest of a high 
knoll, at the end of the electric road, and 
commands a view of the surrounding country 
within a radius 6f several miles in either di- 
rection. The cottageis comparatively new 
and is a small but comfortable and homelike 
structure, which, with its picturesque sur- 
ruundings, smacks mildly of the romantic. 
The style of architecture 1s odd, not to say 
outlandish, If,is but one story high, with a 
gabled roof, in the center of whichis a peculiar 
protuberance, elevated eight or ten feet above 
the cone, perfectly square, with two windows 
on each side and surmounted by a railing. 

This is the storm prophet’s observatory. It 
cannot be properly referred to as a cupola, as 
it does not bear that relation to the building 
and itis by vo meays ornamental. It looks 
as if it had been built in the attic and 
afterwards forced up through the 
roof. Here it is that the storm 
prophet, astronomer, editor, and minister, 
studies and works and calculates, and it is 
from this picturesque little “house on the 
hill” that Hicks’ predictions of cyclones, tor- 
nadoes, blizzards, tempests, and ali the dread- 
ed natural phenomena emanate. It is but 
comparatively a few years ago that the storm

prophet ‘began to issue his weather prog- 
nostications. When his. bulletins first 
began to make their appearance 
they excited little more than idle 
curiosity, but the time has now come when a 
warning from Hicks is regarded with the 
deepest concern by a vast number of ranch- 
men, stock raisers, shippers, mariners, agri- 
culturists, builders, and others. His fore- 
casts seldom fail of verification, and when he 
issues a special warning the accuracy of his 
predictions in the past causes the residents of 
the threatened locality to heed his danger 
signal. In 1892 92 per cent of his predic- 
tions proved correct. 

A reference to his record shows that for 
more than ten years past every special warn- 
ing issued by Mr. Hicks has been followed by 
some dreadful calamity. in which human 
lives were lost, together with | hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of property. Under no _ conditions 
does Hicks issue a special warning unless the 
severity of the impending storm threatens to 
be such as to menace human life and proper- 
ty. Four years prior to the Johnstown flood 
he issued a chart, which was copsrighted and 
entered in the office of the Librarian of Con- 
gress, showmg among other things that June 
11, 1889, aterrifiestorm period would be cen- 
tral, and a short time before the awful flood 
he mailed a special warning to nearly every 
dewspaper in Pennsylvania. He predicted 
the St. Paul tornado when the United States 
Weather Bureau forecasts showed clear 
weather for that locality. Had his warning 
been heeded the storm which swept over’ Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, and parts of contiguous States 
a little over a year ago would have left fewer 
buman victims in its wake, and more than 
$500,000 worth of live stock and preperty 
could have been saved. In the case of the 
latter Hicks was unusually definite as to the 
exact locality in which the cyclone would 
strike. 

Methods Pursued by the Prophet. 

Now thequestion naturally arises, how does 
the Rev. Mr. Hicks know that on a certain 
day a cyclone storm will strike a certain lo- 
cality? He has a theory which forms the 
foundation of all his calculations as a storm 
prophet. This theory and the manner in 
which he arrives at his conclusions is the most 
interesting feature of his weather prognosti- 
eations. He assumes that a given astronom- 
ical condition is productive of certain méteor- 
ological facts. This astronomical condition 
isa matter of simple scientific caiculation. 
The proof of ‘the proposition lies in the cor- 
rect observation of the phenomena. 
In making his calculations Hicks keeps close 
track of solar phenomena. Prominent me- 
teorologists are beginning to acknowledge the 
direct and sympathetic relation between solar 
and terrestrial meteorology. There is a pe 
riodicity is solar disturbances answering to the 
periods of the planets themselves. Mr. Hicks

says that in reading Proctor’s “¢ )ther Worlds 
and Ours”? recently he was surprised to find 
the very principle that he had laid down—that 
is that there is not only a long period of max- 
imum disturbance, but there are intermediate 
periods of minor solar disturbances anwering 
to the periods of all the planets. The earth is 
a planet in the great solar collection, ull the 
members of which are controlled by an 
electric force exerted by the sun. 
It is a fact __ that when 
earth’s equator is turned towards the sun me- 
teorological disturbances always prevail and 
storms are invariably the result. The equi- 
noctial periods of the planets always exert a 
certain influence upon the earth which is 
usualiy productive of storms. and when the 
periods of two or more pleuets occur simul- 
taneously the result is manifested in intensi- 
fied storms. 

Every planet has two periods in every revo- 
lution it makes around the sun, Mercury 

oes once around the sun every eighty-eight

And now we come toa part of the theo 
which Mr, Hicks ciaelt sxeene to be ata ome 
to explain. It seems to be something like an 
inspiration, He terms it “the spirit of the 
air.” This, he says, is an indescribable some- 
prey. 9 which forewarns. It is a prescience 
which can be better conjectured than expiained. 
The air before a storm has a “‘ touch” and an 
ominous cast, in the opinion of the prophet, 
When the atmosphere gets as clear as crystal 
it isasure harbinger of coming storm. A 
deep blue sky with clear-cut edges of white 
clouds is always ominous. There is that “ in- 
describable something’’ in the air at such 
times that tells him a storm is brewing. 
What that something is he cannot say, but he 
teels its presence. It is to him equivalent to 
the power of the artist to paint a fine picture. 

** Anybody can apply the mechanical part 
of my theory or apply the mechanical part of 
the artists’ avocation, but as it requires a finer 
sense to complete the perfect picture so does 
it require a certain intuition to correctly pre- 
dict storms even after the natural phenomena 
are fairly well understood,” said Mr. Hicks in 
explanation of his peculiar gift. The barom- 
eter, thermometer, and the shifting of the 
winds also aid the storm prophet not a little 
in making his forecasts. 

He contends that storms are always project- 
ed into our atmosphere. In this he is directly 
at variance with Harrington and all United 
States Weather Bureau observers, There 
would , be no disturbances if there were not 
disturbing agencies thrust intu the atmos- 
phere'from abroad.

only head, shoulders. and feet visible above 
and below the raft of baskets, and ice cream 
peddlers with the can of cream packed in a 
mixture of excelsior and ice in a *bucket on 
their heads and carrying a baskét containing 
dtshes and spoons for the use of their cus- 
tomers. After being used these spoons and 
dishes are nicely wiped off and ready for the 
next yearners after congeuled lactea! fluid. 

There are Mexican butcher boys, very 
greasy fellows in big aprons and with sleeves 
rolled up to their shouiders, who carry great 
pans of lard on their heads; and men carrying 
pigskins on their backs filled with pulque, the 
juice of the Maguey plant drank so much by 
the Mexican® men and women driving flocks 
of turkeys and leading pigs by a string like a 
dog; men with hand organs on their backs 
wh.eh they @rop to the ground every half 
block, give a few turns to the crank and hoist 
back totheir elevated positiomeand trot off, 
never oe to collect a single centavo, as 
they are paid by the government. And still 
they come, police, priests, Princes, and peila- 
does.

But delightful as it is, one can never be ob- 
livious to the subterranean stream of awful 
want and misery which bubbles to the sur- 
face everywhere before one’s eyes, and the 
ight of the bright side of picturesque Mexico 
makes the shadow of the dark side blacker by 
contrast. One afflicted with a-tender heart— 
a sad possession in any cdyntry—will not only 
find an easy outlet for all-his sympathy and 
centavos. but will feel a depressing sadness 
and a deep pity and compassion for these 
thousanas of poor human creatures, the only 
brightness of whose lives is the sparkling sun- 
shine, the perfect climate, and the music of

Is VENUS INHABITED! 


A Question Astronemers Are Much Inter- 
ested in tn These Days. 

Youth’s Companion: It will be remem- 
bered that about two years ago the famous 
Italian astronomer, Schiaparelli, announced 
that he had discovered that Venus, which isa 
world very slightly smaller than ours, makes 
only one turn on its axis in going once around 
the sun. It would follow from this that on 
Venus there is no succession of days and 
nights as upon the earth, but that perpetual 
day reigns on one side of the planet and ver. 
petual night on the other, In other words, if 
Schiaparelliis right, Venus aiways presents 
the same face to the sun, just as the moon 
forever turns the same hemisphere toward the 


earth, 

The inhabitants of the sunward side of 
Venus, then—if there be any—never see the 
sun set, while the inhabitants of the other side 
never see the sun atall, unless they visit the 
opposite hemisphere of their globe. 

Of course, no one knows whether there are 
inhabitants upon Venus or not, but we do 
know that Venus has an atmosphere, and that 
in its atmosphere watery vapor exists and 
clouds float, and that upon the surface of the 
planet the force of gravitation is not very dif- 
ferent from that whichit manifests on the 
surface of the earth. Accordingly, there are 
some reasons to be urgedin behalf of the 
ee that Venus may be an inhabited 
world. 

But if one-half-of Venus be buried in end.- 
less night whiie the other half lies glaring be- 
neath a never setting sun, itis evident that 
the inhabitants of that planet must have ex- 
periences that would be most strange and try- 
ing tous. So the question whether Venus 
really does rotate on its axis only once in 
225 days, the period of its revolution around 
the sun, derives an added interest from the 
consideration that the pianet possibly has in- 
habitants. 

The older observations indicated that 
Venus rotated in, between twenty-three and 
twenty-four hours, giving it days and nights 
about equal to those of qhe earth. In order 
to settle the question it has recently been 
sea to apply the spectroscope. It is 

nown that in the spectrum of a celestial 
body which is rapidly approaching the earth 
the spectroscopic lines are shifted toward the 
blue, while in the spectrum of a fast retreat. 
ing body the lines are shifted toward the red. 

This principle‘has been used in measuring 
the rate of the sun’s rotation. The iines are 
shifted toward the blue on the eastern and 
toward the red on the western edge of the sun, 
and by measuring the amount of shifting the 
rate of rotation is found, It is easy to see 
that the same method may be appiied to find 
out how fast Venus revolves on its axis.

WASTE OF FOOD ON OCEAN SHIPS, 


Tableware, Cutlery, and Linen Also Thrown 
Overboard at Times, 

A man who came overon a recent trip of 
the big Cunarder Campania, being of an in- 
quiring turn of mind, used his eyes and ears 
to good advartage all the way, and he ex- 
pressed to a reporter the most unqualified 
amazement at the constant wholesale waste 
of valuable material. “*I- don’t think so 
much of the stewards selling saloon fare to 
the steerage,” he said toa writer for the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, ‘because the food 
would be thrown overboard anyway, and 
the stewards or ‘ flunkies,’ as the seamen call 
them, may well make something off it if they 
can. Their pay is small, so the transaction 
results in substantial benefit to them. A great 
many persons come over in the steerage be- 
cause they don’t care what their accommoda- 
tions are so long as they get good food, and 
they are pretty sure of being able to buy that 
from the stewards. Of course it “isn’t the 
square thing to do, but what I wondered the 
ao ag was the utter disregard for the -ship’s 
outfit. ' : 

“ For instance, a steward would takedown 
to the steerage a dozen dishes and plates of 
choice food in a large bucket, carefully cov- 
ered, so the contents would not be seen. 
Of course the bucket contained silver forks. 
spoons, knives, and very often silver vegeta- 
ble and dessert dishes and individual choco- 
late and coffee pots. When the food was 
eaten the china and silver went back to the 
bucket, and the whole business was quietly 
dropped into the refuse chute and down into 
the sea. I’ve seen as many as ten buckets 
taken down by the same number of stewards 

three or four times a day throughout a trip, 
and in every case the crockery, silverware, 
and bucket went overboard. 

**You may take my word for it that any- 
thing a steward carries below never gets 
back to its proper quarters again, not only 
because of the risk of detection’ Bit because 
of the trouble. I doubt, though, if the risk is 
very great, for some of the officers are them- 
selves ex ingly careless and destructive, 
I’ve seen large, brand-new handsoine blankets 
taken into an officer’s room for him to use as 
a rug while taking a bath. When he finished 
the blankets were rolled up and quietly 
dropped down the chute, and that happened 
a numberof times during the voyage, too. 
No, I can’t suggest a remedy, andthe com- 
ei wouldn’t extend me a vote of thanks if 

could, but it seemsto me it would pay to 
have those things looked into a little, and a 
responsible man placed in direct charge of 
affairs. A steward’s pay is very small, rang- 
ing from $5 to $30 a month, but never ex- 

ing the latter sum. In many cases they 
get no pay atall, but instead not only work 
without a stipend, but also pay the company 
for the privilege of serving it.”’

Seeing is poor be believing. I prefer the 
evidence of an eye-witness to testimony taken 
months after an event hag occurred, especially 
when that event happens to be a revolution of 
great moment to the United States. 
reason I report verbatim a conversation held 
recently with the Rev. O. P. Emerson, Secre- 
tary of the Hawaiian Board of Missions. 

** Pray tell me, Mr. Emerson, what led up 
to the last revulution in Hawaii?” 


we came greatly to distrust; one represented 
the Queen, the power of the throne, the influ- 
ence of the court; the other, I am sorry to 
say, wasthe power which more directly rep- 
resented the people, the House of Representa- 
tives. Let me add that there were good men 
in that House and good native men, as noble 
as the noblest of the Romans. From first to last 
they have advocated what they believed to be 
for the best interests of their own people, and 
they have done this in the face of the opp9si- 
tion and distrust of these same people. 

‘‘The majority of Hawaiians in those last 
days showed their utter unworthiness as legis- 
lators by yielding to wholesale bribery. Here 
then were two forces, the crown and the peo- 
ple. These forces had failed us so signally 
that we lost hope of good from them.” 

* What do you mean by we?”’ a 

‘‘The best of the whole people, native and 
foreign, The majority of native pastors feel 
that the Queen can no longer represent the 
things they seek. In conversations I have 
had with incorruptible Hawaiian legislators 
I have been told of their great despair be- 


-eause of the venality which developed in the 


last Legislature. Not alone was the crown 
corrupt. Out of the twenty-seven Hawaiians 
of that Legislature twenty-three were said to 
Have been bribed to pass the lottery bill.” 

‘‘ Who were the promoters of that bill?’ 


Influence of the Lottery. 


‘¢ White men eager to bringin the Louisiana 
lottery. They were well paid agents of a 
mighty power. ‘The factors | have referred to 
were unfit to control the government. The 
unscrupulousness of the Queen was fully 
manifested when, after having signed the dis- 
tillery, opium, and lottery bills, she finally, 
Saturday, Jan. 14, 1893, attempted to pro- 
claim a new Constitution which would have 
given her despotic power. It took away the 
franchise from al] white men not married to 
native women.”’ 

' What has caused the unfitness of the peo- 
ple for government?” 

‘*It is chargeable in great measure to the 
influence of native Kahunas or sorcerers, and 
also to those evil-minded persons vho, before 
and during the entire Kalakauan dynasty, and 
stfli later, have appealed to prejudices and 
have misled the Hawaiians. No one man did 
more to create this antagonism than Kalakaua 
himself. From the first he arrayed natives 
against whites and encouraged Kahunaism., 

e was the patron and high priest of sorcery 
and made heathenism fashionable. His wicked 
influence even tainted the life of thé church,” 

‘* How was Christianity affected?” 

‘*‘ This King tried to make a State church.” 

‘* Please explain.”’ 

‘For example: there was one good pastor 
of a native church named Paikuii, who had 
many admirable qualities, but he was a 
King’s man and race prejudice had been fos- 
tered in his heart. Ata meeting of Hawaiian 
pastors and delegates he spoke in favor of a 
division of the funds of the Hawaiian Board 
of Missions. The native churches were to 
have control, through an organization of their 
own, of the funds which they raised, leaving 
the white brethren in charge of the remain- 
der. It was understood that this was done in 
deference to the King’s wishes, he hoping 
thereby to dominate the native church 
through subservient native pastors.”’ 

‘* Did he succeed?” 

‘No, but Kalakaua gained direct influence 
over many of these pastors. There was that 
brilliant orator of the Hawaiian pulpit, Kuaea, 
whom the King completely controlled by 
making him Minister of Finance, Kuaea at 
last sank into a dishonored grave. There was 
Kuaea’s successor, Waiamau, whom the King 
also controlled and made for years an obse- 
quious flatterer. Good at heart, this pastor 
at last escaped from the influence of the 
court and has been saved for noble work 
among his people of the second native 
church of Honolulu. Since his eman- 
cipation he has suffered for the truth 
and has proved himself a_e stanch 
friend of the provisional government. He 
was one of those who refused to obey the or- 
der of the Kahunas, sent to the native 
churches, that prayers be offered for the 
Queen’s restoration to power. He was will- 
ing to pray for Liliuokalani, the sinner, that 
she might repent, but not for the Queen. For 
this brave act a faction in his church sought 
to drive him from nis pulpit, but in vain.’’ 

‘* What elements favor the revolution?’

‘*A majority of the Europeans and Ameri- 
cans and a minority of the natives. Chinese 
and Japanese have no suffrage. 
majority represent nine-tenths of the taxable 
property.” 

‘What was the immediate cause of the 
revolutior.?”’ 

* The passage of the-lottery bill and the 
Queen’s attempt to proclaim a despotic Con- 
stitution.”’ 

** Were youan eye-witness of this revolu- 
tion ?”’ 

‘*T was in Honolulu at the time, and was a 
most interested spectator. I saw the Queen 
prorogue Parliament; I saw the troops drawn 
up in front of her paluce, and the members of 
the Hui Kalai Aina—a league of native 
monarchists—march to the paiace with the 
new Constitution in their hands which 
the Queen was to proclaim. . This 
document was reported -to be their 
creation, but it really emanated from the 
Queen. I saw the excited crowds which dur- 
ing that afternoon hovered about the palace. 
This was Saturday, Jan. 14. On the follow- 
ing Monday afternoon I attended the mass- 
meeting heid at the skating rink, where were 
gathered 1,000 of Honolulu’s best citizens. 
The voice of that meeting was pronouncedly 
in favor of deposing the Queen and gave the 
Committee of Safety authority to form the 
provisional government. While this mass- 
meeting was being held another mass-meeting 
assembied in Palace Square. It was made up 
of less than a thousand sympathizers with 
the Queen, almos®éntirely natives. Such was 
the intense feeling that even the most rabid 
leaders of this party felt obliged to moderate 
their speech. 

‘It was stated'in Mr. Blount’s report that 
at this time peace reigned throughout the 
city. After these meetings there did: come a 
hush, but it seemed to us the hush before a 
storm, and it 86 seemed to the American Min- 
ister on that afternoon. At 5 o’clock the 
marines were landed. Itis well they were, 
for that night two incendiary fires occurred. 
We do not know how many more there might 
have been but for the presence of the marines 
in the interests of peace,” 

** What happened later?” 

* Tuesday afternoon I was in my office— 
the Hawaiian Missionary Board book-room— 
opposite the consulate. The streets were full 
of anxious, moving, questioning people, The 
marines were parading in front of the con- 
sulate. The first overt act of that day of 
“which I was cognizant was the shooting of a 

native policeman by Capt. Goode.’’

e was shot for attempting to stoop th 
Captain while driving out of Mr. Hall's hey 
ware establishment with aload of ammuni- 
tion destined for the government building 
and the provisional troops. The policeman 
has since recovered. 


Inaugurating Actual Revolution. 


“The next act I witnessed was the reading 
ofthe proclamation by the Committee otf 
Safcty in the vestibule of the Government 
Building. Immediately after, the Citizen 
Guards enlisted Jan. 15 and 16 began to rally 
in and around the buiidmg. Capt. Ziegier’s 
German company was the first to arrive, not 
five minutes after the reading of the procla- 
mation. While they entered the hall of the 
Government Building from the rear on the 
double quick, the American and English com- 
.pany entered the yard from the front, as did 
the Portuguese company. Thus the provis- 
ional government took possession of the Gov- 
ernment , Building, its archives, offices, and 
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1874 might with far more justice be charged 
as an act of interference than that of 1893, 
for it was to the help rendered by them during 
the war of 1874. that Kalakaua owed the 
final establishment of his power. ’ 

‘‘Who are these men now in power?’ 

“They are Hawaiian citizens, as are th 
who dethroned the Queen and 
power. Some of them are descendants of the 
missionary fathers. They: represent the best 
thought, the character, the culture, and the 
wealth of the land. They stand for a Chris- 
tian civilization. They are not anxious for 
public office. They do not need the patrop- 
age of the government. It is the government 
that needs them. On 
leaders of the royal party seem to depend 
upon fat government salaries for a living.

“It is time that the vast revenues of the 
crown lands were turned to the interest of the 
public and not squandered by a worthless 
court.

It is time 
for the political pot to begin to simmer for a 
while and cease to boil. If there ever were 
people in danger of being ruined by over- 
much political interest it is the Hawaiians. 
If there ev@r weré people in need of having 
their attention turned toward industrial pur- 
suits the Hawaiians are they.” 

‘What does the provisional government 
want from the United States?” 

‘+ First, annexation ; barring that, the closest

MR. AND MRS, CLEVELAND. 


Their Ancestry Traced to the Old Bay 
State by an. Admiring Journal. 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican: When one 
enters upon the work of tracing family lines 
the end is seldoin seen from_, the beginning. 
Henry M. Burt's discovery that President 
Cleveland isin the eighth generation of de- 
scent from Henry Burt, une of Springtield’s 
first settlers, leads Israel Harmon to point 
out that Mrs. Cieveland is also of Springtieid 
ancestry. She is, like Mr. Harmon, in the 
seventh generation of direct descent from 
John Harmon, one of the first settiers in this 
town, who came irom’ Pynchon in 1640. 
Mrs, Cleveland’s mother before marriage was 
a Harmon. Israel Harmon of this city says 
that Judge Hurmon ot Bennington, Vt., has a 
record of the descendants of John Harmon, 
Springtieid’s early settler, the resu.t of ten 
years of research, and so is abie to verify 
Mrs. Cleveland’s reiationship to one of the 

early residents of this town. 

All this is of interest, but a study of the 
eariy records adds much to the bare state. 
ment. Mr. Burt’s map of the home lots of 
the early seitlers of Springfield shows that in 
the land granted by the town to the meu of 


about 1640 the lot of Henry Burt, Mr, Cleve- 


land's ancestor, eight rods wide, lay next 
to the iot of John Harmon, Mrs. Cieve- 
land’s ancestor, which was of the samé 
width! What was the Burt lot lay south 
of what is now Union street, and is 


pierced by Wilcox street, which runs tothe | 


Connecticut River from South Main street, 
and the Harmon-lot was next adjoining it on 
the south, iying between what is now Wilcox 
Both Burt and Harmon 
had adjoining iots across the river in what is 


It also appears 
strest there wasa wet meadow which was 
aliotted to each inhabitant in the same width 
and running forty rods to the foot of 
the hill. Adjoiming the ‘wet meadow” 
on its eastern enda wvod lot eighty rods in 
length and eight rods in width was given to 
each settler. Mr. Burt early sold his wet 
meadow on the east side of the street. contain- 
ing three acres, to John; Harmon, his neigh- 
bor. Of course, these old worthies had much 
in common, and must have been very neigh- 
borly, living side by side and subdurhg the 
wiiderness together. 

When it caine to the meeting-house, folks 
were seated by the Selectmen and Deacon 
Chapin, and there the ancestor of President 
Clevele 1d had a little advantage over the an- 
eestor of Mrs. Cleveland. Henry Burt was 
‘*in the little seate by the Deacon’s seate,”’ 
while we find John Harmon placed on 


the tenth ‘‘seate.”” Of course, — the 
women folks oceupi the other 
side of the house, after the lone 


fashion of the ancient day, and p:obably Mrs. 
Burt and Mrs.; Harmon carried out their 
neighborly instincts by sitting side by side, 
for Deacon Chapin and the Selectmen do not 
appear to have assigned seats to the women.

Dr. .G. N. Croom of Lavacca Is 104 Wéars 

‘Old, and Promises to Escort All His 

Friends and Neighbors to Their Graves 

Is Willing to Impart His Secret of Km- 

balming the Living Body if He Can. Find 

- Any One Stron¢ Enongh to Submit to a 
Rigorous Examination, 


LTavaeca, Ark., Dec. 30.—[Special Corre. 
spondence. ]—A pecu'iar case of longevity of 
human life is absorbing the attention of the 
people of Sebastian County, Ark. Dr. G. N. 
Croom lives near the little town of Lavacca 
in this county, and isan intelligent, honest, 
and fairly successful physician, or rather was 
fairly successful when in the practice. In ap- 
pearance heis the living picture of Father 
Time—long, heavy, flowing white beard, high 
forehead, long, thin white hair, Roman nose, 
and good eyes. His hair, however, is not of 
a whiteness, but is of rather a yellowish 

ue. 

He ia strarght and strong. The strange pe- 
culiarity of his case is the certainty that there 
has been no material change in his. manner 
or appearance in the last twenty-five years, 
and the positive statement of at least a half 
dozen reputable citizens that there has been 
no apparent change in him in the last fifty 
years. There are several old settlers who 
have lived in the county that long, and take 
pride in having been pioneers, who all con- 
fess that old Dr, Croom was living here when 


they came to ‘the country. They 
knew little of him, however, as he 
lived in an out-of-the-way place 


and seldom came to the “Garrison” or to the 
‘Landing’ after the boats begun to run. 
The ‘* fifty-years-ago” testimony upon close 
investigation is generally vague, and would 
be ruled out but for one witness whose verac- 
ity is above question and who is known to 
have been in the country from the beginning. 
This witness is Capt. Hugh L. Rogers, who 
remembers distinctiy meeting Dr. Croom ata 
horse race on Massard Prairie in 1850. It 
was a particularly interesting meeting, and 
Capt. Rogers has been téliing of the incident 
for thirty years as an illustration of the loose 
and reckless way they did things in the early 
days. In later years the story bas acquired 
additional interest by reason of the connec- 
tion with it of the poet Albert Pike. 
Capt. Rogers’ Story.
